SIR, 

[ nave the honour to submit to you my Report on the estimated population, and 
on the marriages, births, and deaths registered in England and Wales during the 
year 1916. 

The provisional numbers of marriages, births, and deaths during 1916 in the 
registration counties of England and Wales, and of births and deaths in towns with a 
census population of 20,000 or more, were published early in March, 1917, in the 
‘Annual Summary,” which was incorporated with the Return for the Fourth Quarter of the 
year, the numbers being derived from returns furnished by the registrars acting through- 
out the country. 

The present Report also relates to the year 1916, but the statistics have been 
compiled from the registers deposited in this Office, and they have been analysed in much 
greater detail than was possible in the Annual Summary. 

The salient features of the vital statistics of 1916 are as follows :—-The marriage-rate 
was 14°9 per 1,000, being 4°5 below the phenomenally high rate in the preceding year 
(19°4) and 0°5 below the av erage in the ten years 1905-1914 (15°4) which were 
unaftected by war conditions. The provisional figures for the first two quarters of 1917 
indicate a further fall. 

The birth-rate in 1916 was 20°9 per 1,000, being the lowest rate on record. 
Although this rate is 4°6 below the average for’ the ten years 1905-1914 which were 
unaffected by the war, and 1°0 below the rate (21°9) in 1915, the fall during 1916 is little 
greater than several which have ‘been recorded recently under peace conditions. 
The fall would have been greater but for the circumstances as regards recruiting for the 
army which forced up the marriaye-rate during the last three quarters of 1915. On the 
whole the reduction of natality in this country which has accompanied the war, amounting 
in all to about 12 per cent. in 1916 as compared with 1914, is less than might have been 
expected, and compares very favourably with the experience ‘of other belligerent countries. 
The provisional figures for the first three quarters of 1917, however, indicate an accelera- 
tion of the rate of decline. 

The civilian death-rate in 1916 was 14°4 per 1,000, bemg 1°5 below the rate in 1915 
and 0'1 below the average rate both of the ten years 1905-1914 (before the war) and of 
the ten years 1906-1915, the latter being based mainly upon the mortality of the total 
population, Although the rate in 1916 is higher than in some of the years immediately 
preceding the war, reasons are put forward in this Report for regarding it as representing 
a mortality approximately equal to the lowest hitherto recorded, if due allowance -is 
made for the effect of enlistment upon the population. The provisional eee for the 
first three quarters of 1917 indicate a somewhat higher death-rate. 

The mortality of young children is a remarkable feature of ‘the year, feing very 
much lower than any previously recorded. On the other hand there was a further 
increase in the abnormally high death-rate of civilian males of military age as a con- 
sequence of further withdrawal of the more healthy men by enlistment, and an excess of 
- mortality among the aged which was not quite so marked as in 1914. 

Infant. mortality was 91 per 1,000 births, being 19 per 1,000. below the rate in the 
preceding year and 22 per 1,000 below the average of the 10 years 1906-1915. It is the 
lowest rate hitherto recorded. The provisional figures for the first three quarters of 1917 
point to a higher rate in the current year. The decline in the birth-rate has proved such 
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a stimulant of interest in the preservation of the diminishing numbers of new lives pro- 
Biel that it has seemed appropriate to give more space than usual to examination of the 
mortality of the first five years of life. The additional matter has been in part devoted 
to the causes of death at ages 1-5, and in part to a review of the infant mortality of the 
last twelve years without distinction of its causes, but with minute distinction of 
age. This matter supplements the material of the five preceding Reports in the direction 
indicated, and can itself be supplemented if required by information in equal detail of 
age, &e. regarding the various causes of infantile deaths. In other cases as well as this 
it is impossible to publish all the information tabul: ated, and it would be well therefore if 
investigators, before assuming from its non-inclusion in these Reports that any required 
detail of tabulation is not availabl le, would satisfy themselves on the point by inquiry at 
this Office. 

Compared with 1915 most of the principal causes of death showed decreased 
mortality, the death-rates from enteric fever, scarlet fever and measles being the lowest 
on record, and those from whooping cough and diarrhoeal diseases the lowest but one. 
Mortality from diphtheria, influenza, and diseases of the respiratory and circulatory 
systems, although below that in 1915, was above the average of recent years. 

On the other hand mortality from phthisis and from tuberculosis as a whole showed 
a further advance, though slight, upon the increased mortality reported in 1915. It is 
satixfactory, however, to note that this tendency to increase has not extended to the 
mortality of young children, the death-rate from tuberculosis among children under five 
years of age being the lowest yet recorded. 

Cancer caused a higher mortality than in any other year; but if the comparison 
be made by means of standardized rates, which allow for the present abnormal age- 
constitution of the male civilian population, it will be seen that the excess over the 
highest rate previously recorded—that of 1914—is very small and is due to increase 
among males only. 

The mortality from cerebro-spinal fever remained abnormally high, although con- 
siderably below that recorded for 1915; and the remarkable fall in the proportion of male 
suicides recorded in 1915 was almost maintained, and is now for the first time accompanied 
by an appreciable decline in suicide amongst women. 


In Dr. Stevenson’s Review of the Vital Statistics of the year special attention has 
been devoted to the following matters :—estimates of population (pages x—xi), especially 
of population under five years of age (pages xxil-xxiil) ; infant mortality, particularly 
the incidence of this mortality during the various parts of the first year of life, and the 
share borne by overlying in the causation of infant deaths (pages xxiv—xliii) ; mortality 
of young children (pages xlii-xlviil), and of the aged (pages xlvili—xlix); also, among the 
causes of death syphilis (pages lvi-lx), alcoholism (pages Ixvii-lxx), arterio- sclerosis 
(pages Ixxi-Ixxv), and suicide (pages Ixxxi-lxxil). 

The difficulty of estimating local populations which always increases as the last 
Census becomes more distant is greatly accentuated, as I have more than once pointed 
out, by the unprecedented, movement which the war has caused in our population ; and 
as was the case in 1915 the populations used in the calculation of the death-rates of the 
various areas are civil populations only. No estimate of these numbers by sex and age 
has been attempted except for England and Wales as a whole. In the present Report, 
however, an additional population “suitable for the calculation of marriage-rates and birth- 
rates is given for the reasons stated on page xi. This, however, must not be regarded 
as equivalent to the total population resident in this country. Both the ‘‘ birth-rate” popu- 
lation and the civil population are shown for every administrative area on pages 80~112. 

As before, the limitation of the population estimates to persons without distinction 
of age or sex has necessitated the modification or omission of several tables of mortality 
rates, 

With regard to the contents of this Report, I am glad to say it has been possible to 
reinstate the tables relating to age at marriage in England and Wales and the Registra- 
tion Counties which had to be omitted from the preceding Report, additional information 
being afforded in the case of the Registration Counties by a remodelling of the form of 
the table. On the other hand, as a measure of war economy, the figures respecting the 
manner of solennization of marriage and some other marriage statistics have still to be 
discontinued, while for the same reason the table of deaths by place of occurrence ig 
also omitted this year, and, as before, the tables of secondary causes of death. 


The section relating to International Vital Statistics has also been withdrawn, but 
in this case additional justification is afforded for this step by the fact that these figures 
are now published by the Lnstitut International de Statistique. That part of the table 
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‘which relates to the United Kingdom is, however, retained, and it is hoped that in future 
years these figures may be given in greater detail. 

A list of the changes made in the Abstracts will be found in the table of contents 
(page vi) and one of those made in the numbered tables on page 1. 

I am glad to be able to record that, in spite of a diminished staff and war pressure, 
it has yet been possible to issue this Report after an interval of only ten months from 
the date of publication of the preceding one. The present Report appears at an earlier 
date after the close of the year to which it relates than has been the case at any time since 
the publication of the Report for the year 1908. 

I have to convey my thanks to the Kegistrars-General of Scotland and Ireland 
for the information from which the tables of vital statistics of the United Kingdom 
have been compiled, to medical officers of health throughout the country, especially 
county medical officers of health, for their valuable assistance in securing accurate 
transfer of deaths from the district of occurrence to that of residence, and to Sir Napier 
Shaw, F.R.S., for the ae ees louie Report upon the year 1916.

REVIEW OF THE VITAL STATISTICS” OF “THE YEAR 1916: 


POPULATION. 


The difficulties of framing estimates of population naturally increase with the 
duration of the war and have now become so formidable that it is no longer possible to 
put forward figures which can be regarded otherwise than as rough approximations, as 
indicated by the round numbers in which the estimates for England and Wales are 
framed. All the known circumstances have been carefully taken into account in arriving 
at these figures ; but the processes by which they have been obtained, being neither very 
satisfactory in themselves nor such as can readily or profitably be described at the present 
time, can only be summarised in the general statement that they are derived from the 
census of 1911 and the National Register of 1915 by allowance for natural increase and 
balance of migration. As the estimates (except those for birth- and marriage-rate purposes ) 
are for civil population only, enlistment has’ been treated as equivalent to emigration. 

Totals at all ages having been fixed in this manner, those at the several age-groups 
have been calculated by applying to the figures estimated for each in 1915 the death- and 
migration-rates appropriate to it, and reducing the numbers so obtained to the grand 
totals already fixed for each sex. Unfortunately it has been necessary in doing so to 
treat males of 15-45 as a single age-group. The results are shown in the following 
table :—

This is the first time that the estimate of numbers living at various ages has been 
prepared by means of this group survivorship method. In previous intercensal periods 
and up to the year 1914 estimation had always been effected upon the basis of the age- 
distribution at the previous census, fresh estimates being prepared after the results of the 
succeeding census became available. In 1915 the age distribution assumed was still 
largely that of the census of 1911, but with material modifications based upon the 
results of the National Register. The reasons for the change of policy now made are, 
apart from the necessity of taking enlistment into account, that as the result of the 
accelerated fall in the birth-rate the error introduced by adhering to the proportions 
of the previous census has been accentuated, and that the data required for the 
new method have been greatly improved of recent years by tabulation of deaths with 
fuller detail of age and by changes in the migration returns. The modification thus 
caused in the estimates of population under five years of age is of special importance : 
and the results of a complete application at these ages of the survivorship method of 
estimation, dating back to birth in each case, will be found on page xxiii. 
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Throughout this Report death-rates in 1916 are invariably based upon civil deaths 
and civil population. So far as localities are concerned this was necessary, both because 
of the impossibility of ascertaining the average military population of each district during 
the year and because experience has shown that under the present system of transferring 
deaths to the area of previous residence civilian deaths alone can be tabulated for local 
areas. The reasons for dealing similarly with the country at large were the desirability 
of maintaining a uniform practice in the matter throughout the Report, the fact that 
a large proportion of the military deaths were of sick and wounded men sent home from 
the theatres of war for treatment and so were not referable to the military population 
stationed in the country, and the impossibility during the war of stating a total death- 
rate comparable with those of former years. 

This method of statement, however, is clearly inapplicable to the birth-rate, as a 
large proportion of the year’s births must be those of infants whose fathers were ser ving 
at the time in the army or navy. For this reason the population to which the births are 
related cannot exclude the military element; nor can it be, as in peace time, the 
population estimated to be actually present in the country at the mid-year, for married 
‘men in the services who are given occasional home leave remain an effective element in 
the population so far as the birth-rate is concerned even though spending nearly all their 
time abroad. On similar grounds also an estimate of the total population, including 
forces serving overseas, is required for the calculation of marriage-rates. On con- 
sideration of all the methods which suggested themselves it was decided to assume a 
population for marriage- and birth-rate purposes which ignores the war altogether. 
This has been done by applying to the population estimated for the middle of 1914 the 
excess of births over deaths during the two following years, the resultant figure being 
87,536,607. This method ignores the great bulk of the permanent losses of population 
due to the war, but this is largely compensated for by the fact that a considerable gain 
by balance of civilian migration is also ignored. 

The civilian populations of separate localities are atapovet from a count of the 
National Register at the end of the second quarter of 1916. From this count estimates 
of the total civilian population of each area were made by the method described on 
page 1x of the Report for 1915. The aggregate of these estimates was found to be 
34,628,163, or ‘37 per cent. in excess of the estimate for the whole country already 
arrived at. They were accordingly reduced to this extent in every case. 

The local populations used for birth-rate purposes, which, as well as the civilian 
populations used for death-rates, have been furnished to the medical officer of health 
concerned in each case, and which are shown along with the civilian population estimates 
on pages 80-112, were obtained by increasing the local civilian population estimate to 
the extent by which the birth-rate population of the whole countr y exceeds the civilian 
population. 

The want of estimates of sex- and age-populations in local areas* has necessitated the 
omission, or substantial modification, of many of the tables usually appearing in these 
Reports. For instance, the tables showing mortality by sex and age in England and 
Wales and in groups of Administrative Areas, which since 1911 have been incorporated 
in this Review of Vital Statistics, have now to be restricted to the countr y as a whole. 
Among the main tables of the Report, Tables 2-4 (1914 numbering), showing the 
estimated sex- and age-population in Administrative Counties and County Bor oughs and 
in certain groups of these, cannot be given ; although, as mentioned betore, the estimated 
total civi) populations in Administrative Areas will be found on pages 80-112. The 
Standardizing Factors are moreover omitted from these pages, as being no longer 
applicable. The absence of requisite populations also accounts for the suspension 
of Tables 16-18, dealing with sex- and age-mortality in Administrative Counties and 
County Boroughs, and of Tables 24-28 dealing with mortality by sex, age and cause in 
Administrative Groups, while for the same reason the i ie from measles, whooping- 
cough, scarlet fever, and diphtheria and croup in Table 13 (23 in 1914) could no longer 
be based upon those ages on which the mertality from these causes more particularly 
falls, but is stated in terms of population at all ages. 


MARRIAGES. 


The marriages in England and Wales during the year 1916 numbered 279,846, 
corresponding to a rate of 14°9 persons married per 1,000 of the population at. all 
ages. (See above as to population estimate used for this purpose.) This rate was 4°5 








* The preparation of these estimates by the method employed for the country at large would have 
involved an amount of labour disproportionate to their value, and, indeed, prohibitive. 
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below the exbentibnnltty high level attained in 1915, and 0°6 below the average rate of 
the decade 1901-1910. The proportion to total population of persons married since 183 
has ranged from a maximum of 194 per 1,000 living in 1915 to a minimum of 
14°2 per 1,000 in cia the mean annual rate for the whole period (1838-1916) being 
Foo per bY 000 (see Ta ble 3 , page 9). 

The proportion of pill ie persons in the population at different dates is not, 
however, a fixed one, and a more accurate measure is given by a rate in terms of the 
marringeable population only. Marriage- rates so calculated are shown for a series of years 
in Table 3. The rates for 1916 are 49-5 for males and 41-0 for females, which the table 
shows to be the lowest hitherto recorded for females, and the lowest but one—49°0 in 1909 
when the rate for females equalled that in 1916—tfor males. The proportion of persons 
married to total population has on the other hand been lower in a number of previous 
years, When murriageable persons formed a smaller fraction of our population than at present. 


We have thus the curious phenomenon of an unprecedentedly high marriage-rate in 
1915 succeeded by an almost unprecedentedly low one in 1916. When the rates of the 
two. years are eXamined quarter by quarter we find that the flood of marriages which set 
in with the second quarter of 1915 did not ebb till a year later, so that considerably more 
marriages were registered in the first quarter of 1916 than in the corresponding quarter 
of any previous year. By the second quarter the number had come down to about the 
normal level, and for the third and fourth quarters the rates were the lowest recorded in 
recent years, or in the case of the fourth quarter, which used to be the favourite for 
marriages till about the commencement of the present century, in any year since the 
commencement of registration. This ebb, however, did not equal in extent the flood 
which had preceded it, and has since been partially recovered from. These violent changes, 
which have thus involved in the one year the highest first and the lowest fourth quarter 
rates on record, are no doubt the direct consequence of the war,.and appear in 1917 to be 
giving place to a less abnormal state of affairs. It may be pointed out that the sudden 
fall of the marriage-rate excess (as measured by comparison with the same quarter of 
previous years) occurred just at the time when compulsion for military service was applied 
to married men. 


First Marriages and Re-marriages.—Table I] gives a general view of the changes 
in the proportion of first marriages and re-marriages since the year 1876. Tabulation in 
this respect, was not complete for 1915, but for 1916 it has been found pussible by a 
change in method to provide, as in former years, tables showing marriages in all the 
possible combinations of bachelors, spinsters, widowers, and widows. These tables will 
be found on pages 67-79. In order to economise in space full detail of age is given only 
for all marriages and for marriages of bachelors and spinsters, but the same detail is 
available, if required, for marriages of bachelors with widows and of widowers with 
spinsters ‘and with widows. It is ‘hoped at a later date to fill in the figures for 1915 in

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Tt will be seen from Table II that the proportion of first to total marriages, which 
had been increasing throughout the whole of the period covered to a maximum in 19145, 
shows a sharp decline in 1916. Conversely the proportion of widowers and especially of 
_ widows to the total has increased, and indeed marriages of widows with bachelors have 
been relatively more common than at any previous period covered by the table. It would 
be interesting to trace the fluctuations in the marriage-rates of the various classes of 
persons concerned, but the uncertainties of estimation of the number of bachelors, 
widowers, ete., in the population are so considerable that these rates have hitherto been 
calculated only for periods adjacent to the census.

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Table III shows that, whilst there has been in 1916 a continuance of the. postpone- 
ment of marriages of bachelors, widowers, and spinsters to a later period of life than was 
formerly customary, there has been, as was to be expected, a notable increase in the 
proportion of marriages of young widows. The population of widows under 30 years of 
age must have been oreatly increased as a result of the war, and it has naturally furnished 
more marriages. Thus the marriage prospects of spinsters are decreased for two reasons 
—there are fewer marriageable males in consequence of the losses of unmarried com- 
batants, and more marriageable females in consequence of the losses of married combatants. 


Marriages of Minors.—The proportion of marriages under age was at. its maximum. 
in the year 1874 both for males and females, since when the ratio of marriage under age 
to total marriages declined continuously till 1911. In 1912 the decline was arrested, 
and in 1913 there was an appreciable increase for both sexes. Since then, however, ‘the 
decline has recommenced, and the proportions for 1916 are the lowest in Table LY, 
though when those for 1915 are available they will probably be found to be lower still, 
as they are lower for bachelor-spinster marriages. :

Mean Age at Marriage. —The great reduction which has taken place of recent years 
in the proportion of marriages without statement of the ages of the contracting parties 
has rendered it possible to measure the mean age at marriage with approximate accuracy 
from the returns in which age is recorded, The degree of accuracy obtained has been

appreciably increased from 1914 onwards as a result of the tabulation by single years of 


age at all periods of life, first carried out in that year. These mean ages are shown in 
Table V for the years 1896 onwards.

* The apparent anomaly that the mean age of all bridegrooms shows a smaller increase than the mean age of either 
bachelor or widower bridegrooms is due to the fact that in the earlier years the total number of bridegrooms included a 
larger proportion of widowers, and this, of course, had the effect of raising the mean age of the total (see Table IJ.). 
A similar explanation applies to the mean ages of wives up to 1914, the position in 1916 being reversed for females owing 
to the increased proportion of widows married. 


The mean age at marriage gradually increased from 1896 to 1914 for bachelors and 
spinsters, and also, with some fluctuations, for widowers. (The apparent reduction in 
1914 of the mean ages of bachelors and spinsters was entirely due to the more precise 
method of calculation then introduced, which reduced them by about *18 of one year, but 
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scarcely affected the calculation for the widowed.) In the case of widows the increase did 
not set in till 1903. If we may judge by the bachelor- spinster marriages this increase 
was continued in 1914, and it has been greatly accelerated in 1916 so ‘far as all bride- 
grooms and spinster brides are concerned, but as already pointed out there is a decline in 
the mean age of widows remarrying, which corresponds with that prevalent about ten 
years earlier. It would be unwise to attribute any great significance to the rapid changes 
which war has brought with it, and which may not be maintained after the restoration 
of peace. 

On pages 76-79 will be found a table giving the numbers of marriages in 
Registration Counties by groups of ages. This table is similar to that published in the 
teport for 1914, but the form has been modified to some exten! in order to afford 
additional information showing combinations of bachelors, spinsters, widowers and 
widows. t

By the Acts 15 and 16 Vict. c. 36, and 18 and 19 Vict., c. 81, it was enacted that 
all places of religious worship not being churches or chapels of the Established Church 
should, if the congregations desired, but not otherwise, be certified to the Registrar- 
General, certification for public worship being a necessary preliminary to the registration 
of a building for the solemnization of marriages. The number of places of meeting for 
religious worship on the official register on "31st December, 1916, and the number of 
buildings registered for the solemnization of marriages are shown in. the following

+ It is not necessary for buildings to be registered for the solemnization of Quaker or Jewish marriages. Under 
section 31 of the Births, Deaths, and Marriages Registration Act (1836) Registering Officers of the Society of ‘Friends and 
Secretaries of Jewish Synagogues who have been certified to the Registrar-General record the marriages in each case. 


The Marriage Act, 1898, provided that under specified conditions marriages might 
be solemnized in revistered buildings i in the presence of duly authorised persons without 
the attendance of a Registrar of Marriages. The governing bodies of some of the 
registered buildings have availed themselves of this provision, and at the end of the year 
1916 the number of such buildings which had been brought under the operation of the

BIRTHS. 


The births registered during 1916 numbered 785,520, or 29,094 fewer than in the 
previous year, during which 64,482 fewer births had been register ed than in 1914, the 
last year which so far as births are concerned was unaffected by the war. 

In proportion to the total population of both sexes and all ages in 1916, as 
estimated for this purpose (see page xi), the births registered yield a birth-rate of 20-9 
per 1000 living. This rate is 1*l per 1000 below that recorded for 1915, but if the - 
population for that year had been similarly estimated to that for 1916 the fall would 
have been 1:0 per 1000. This fall is little greater than several that have been recently 
recorded under peace conditions, as for instance, from 26°7 in 1908 to 25°8 in 1909. As 
the fall recorded in 1915, though greater, was also of moderate dimensions, the total 
reduction in natality accompanying the war must be regarded as surprisingly light, 
amounting in all to about 12 per cent. This is due to some extent to the abnormal 
height of the marriage-rate during the last three quarters of 1915 and the first quarter 
of 1916, for examination of the corresponding quarters nine months later shows that the 
fall in the birth-rate was stayed at that period, to be resumed after its expiry. 

We have no information of any corresponding rise in the marriage-rate in any of the 
principal belligerent European countries, in most of which, and notably in the Central 
Empires, the birth-rate has declined very ‘much more than here, the difference being far 
more than can be ascribed to the effect of increase of marriages in England and Wales. 
Official figures are lacking, but German and Austrian statements have been noted which, 
with every appearance of derivation from official sources, point to exceecingly heavy 
declines in the birth-rate of those countries. Thus we are, informed that in Germany 
1,820,000 births occurred in 1914, 1,416,000 in 1915, and 1,103,000 in 1916, a fall in 
the two years of 40 per cent. ; while in Hungary the births in 1916 are stated to have 
~numbered only 333,551, the fall from the 1914 figure being approximately 56 per cent. 


Birth-rates of different parts of the Country.—The birth-rates of individual adminis- 
trative areas, tabulated on pages 80-112, are summarized in Table VII. The reasons for 
employing this form of table have been stated in previous Reports, and the limits of the 
four geographical divisions dealt with are indicated in a footnote.”

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from the experience of the previous five years has been in the opposite direction, the 
preponderance of male births in 1916 being distinctly less than average. The country . 
districts of Wales show a slight increase, but those of the Midlands and South a decrease, 
so that notwithstanding the large increase shown for the North, the rural districts as a 
whole record but a slight increase, and instead of yielding a ratio larger than that of the 
towns, as in previous years, now yield one below that for the country as a whole. ‘The 
highest ratio shown in the table is, however, that for the northern rural districts, 1,068, 
and next to it that for the smaller towns ot the South, these two ratios also involving 
the largest increases on those of previous years. 

The materials for further investigation of this matter are to be found on pages 
80-112, where the male and female births of each district in the country are recorded. 


Illegitimate Births.—The births registered during 1916 include 37,689 of 
illegitimate children, an increase over the previous year of 1,444, notwithstanding the 
decline of 29,094 in total births. 

legitimacy may be stated as the ratio of illegitimate births to (1) total births, 
(2) total population or, best, (38) to the unmarried and widowed female population of 
conceptive age. The results of these three methods of statement are compared in the 
following table, which carries the record back to the period of maximum registered 
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fertility in this country. ‘The rates for single years are shown in Table 3, page 5.

This table shows how misleading the first form of statement, considered alone, may 
be. It might be thought from it that no decrease in illegitimacy had occurred during 
the past forty years, whereas the other columns of the table show that in proportion to 
the population concerned the rate of illegitimacy has never been so low as at present, its 
fall having continued without interruption throughout the period, and the rate for 1915, 
7°4 per 1,000 single and widowed women of fertile age, being the lowest on record. The 
apparent rise shown by the first two columns is of course due to the fact that in 1916 
the accelerated fall in legitimate fertility has practically caught up with that in illegiti- 
mate,, legitimate fertility (legitimate births per 1,000 married women aged 15-45) 
having in 1916 been 55°9 per cent. of the corresponding rate in 1876-80, a ratio which 
compares with that of 52°8 per cent. shown in Table [X for illegitimate fertility. 

It may be seen from Table 2, page 4, that the annual number of illegitimate 
births has remained practically stationary during the present century, and that during 
the latter third of the nineteenth century it was gradually declining, notwithstanding 
increase of population, and of legitimate births. Only two previous years in the table 
show so small a number of illegitimate births as 1915, and the slight increase in this 
number recorded for 1916 is not surprising m view of the exceptional circumstances of 
the year, including the freedom from home restraints for the first time of exceptionally 
large numbers of young persons of both sexes. 

Some idea of the extent of illegitimacy in different classes of area and parts of the 
country may be gathered from Table X, but it must be borne in mind that statement in 
proportion to total population, to which we are restricted for 1916 (see page x1), 
reduces the excess of illegitimacy in the rural districts which is found to exist when 
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statement can be made in terms of the single and widowed female population of 
fertile ages.

Natural Increase.—In 1/16 the excess of births over deaths registered in England 
and Wales was 277,303, as compared with 252,361 in 1915 and 862,354 in 1914, births 
having decreased less than deaths in 1916. These figures of course exclude all war 
casualties except the 3,604 deaths from wounds revistered j in this country (page 248). It 
is not possible to state the number of fatal casualties incurred by English and Welsh troops 
during the year 1916, but there can be no doubt that it must be very much lower than 
277,303. As the adverse balance of migraticn for the United hingdom apart from troop 
movements amounted only to 1,832 (Table 18), the increase in our population under 
war conditions noted in the report for 1915 must have continued. 

This is not the experience of some other belligerent countries. The German 
statistics already referred to record 1,331,000 deaths, apparently exclusive of at least the 
evreat majority of fatal war casualties, in 1916, as against 1,103,000 births ; and the 
Hungarian figures are for deaths ‘ not in action,’ 428,057, as against 333,551 births. 


DxaTHS. 


The deaths of 508,217 persons were registered in England and Wales during 1916, 
ane 030 (viz: 253, 958 civilians and 11 072 non- civilians) of these being males anu 
2 M43, LS7 females. 

The 497,145 civilian deaths correspond to a rate of 14:4 per 1000 of the Pees 
civil population. When standardized* to correct for the deviation of the sex- and age- 
distribution of the civilian population from that of the standard population of 1901 this 
rate is reduced to 13°3 (Table 3). The extent of the reduction is due to the with- 
drawal from the civilian population of males of an age when mortality is below the average 
for all ages. The mortality of the remaining population is, of course, raised by this 
withdrawal, and it is the correction for this circumstance which has increased the difference 
between the crude and pen cnatzag rates from 0°4 per 1,000 in 1914 to 1:1 in 1915 
and 1916. 

The standardized rate is of course comparable with that for any other year notwith- 
standing that it applies to civilians only in 1916. But though this is true so far as 
correction for the altered sex- and age-distribution of the population is concerned, the 

change has involved a source of increase in the death-rate to which the methods of .cor- 
rection in use are inapplicable. ‘The males withdrawn from the population were selected 
lives, so the death-rate amongst the remainder of military age has necessarily been higher 
than would have been recorded for the total male population of these ages. Standardiza- 
tion cannot correct for this deterioration in the quality of the population dealt with in 
1916, but it may be shown that, assuming the correctness of the estimates of population 
used, mortality was as low in 1916 as in any previcus year if allowance for this 
deterioration is made. A lower standardized mortality than that of 1916 has indeed been 
twice recorded, 13°2 in 1910 and 13-0 in 1912. The reasons for believing that notwith- 
standing these figures the mortality of 1910 and probably that of 1912 was higher than 
that of 1916 are discussed on page Xxil. 





* The term “ standardized death-rate ” means the death-rate corrected for differences of sex- ana 
age-constitution of the population.. For a description of two methods of effecting this “ standardiza- 
tion” of recorded death-rates see the Annual Report for 1911 (pp. xxvii-xxxi).| Standardized death- 
rates for the sexes separately quoted in this report are based upon the age-distribution of persons cf 
undistinguished sex in the general popzlation of England and Waies in 1901. (See Annual Report 
for 1913, p. xx.) : 
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Mortality of each Sex.—The standardized mortality of males regularly exceeds that 
of females. Up to 1860 or so the excess was only about nine per cent., but for the 14 
years ending with 1914 it averaged about 20 per cent. In 1915, on ‘account of the 
deterioration in quality of a section of the male population just referred to, the excess 
rose to 25 and in 1916 to 32 per cent. Between 1841-1845 and 1911-15, the first and 
the last quinquennia in Table 3, the standardized mortality of females has fallen by 36-9 
per cent. while.the fall in that of males has been only 29° 6 per cent. 

Table XI and Tables 6 and 7 show that the excess in the mortality of males mani- 
fested itself at all ages in 1916 except at 10-15 years, at which that of females was very 
slightly the greater. 

The ratios of male per cent. of female mortality at the various age- periods during 
the years 1911-1914, 1915 and 1916 are as follows :— 
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At the ages affected by military service, 7.¢., 15-45, the ratios have risen so 
considerably that they are now wholly abnormal. The Heath concerned, it may be 
repeated, are those of civilians only, and the abnormal male mortality at military age IS 
therefore quite independent of casualties. 


Mortality at different Ages.—In the absence of estimates of the ages of the 
population in the various sections of the country (see page xi) the tables in the reports 
for the years 1911—1914 showing mortality at different ages and standardized mortality at 
all ages by sex for the different classes of areas, urban and rural, cannot be repeated for 
1916. Table X1, however, gives the crude and standardized rates for sexes and persons 
for the whole country as ell as the mortality per million living at different ages for the 
eivil population in 1915 and in 1916, and for the total population i in 1911-1914. For 
the reason stated on page x males aged 15-45 have had to be dealt with as forming 
a single large age-group in preparing the figures for 1916.

The most remarkable feature of this table is the extraordinarily low death rates at 
age 0-5 in 1916, which, as may be seen from Tables 6-8, are much lower than any 
previously récorded, and indeed are less than half of those idk alent in the concluding years 
of the last century—less than 20 years ago. As about 25 per cent. of the total mortality 
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still ocewrs at this period of life this great reduction has brought the standardized mortality 
of temales below that of any other year (Table 7) although, speaking generally, the rates 
at later ages are not remarkably low, and in old age (74 and upwards) they are much 
above the experience of recent years except 1915. The same statements apply to the 
death-rates for males recorded in Table 6, if the age-groups affected by the war, 15—45, 
are left out of account. The heavy mortality amongst civilians at these ages, however. 
caused by the physical deterioration resulting from selection of the fittest men for military 
service, suffices to mask the general impr ovement, and thus the standardized mortality of 
males, 15°3 per 1,000 of all ages, is higher than that of four previous years, 1910 and 
1912-1914. 

In order to obtain a comparison of the mortality in 1916 with that of other recent 
years which shall be free from this disturbing influence of the war two methods have been 
adopted. By the first the standardized death-rates of the past six years have been re- 
calculated on the assumption that each of them suffered from similar deterioration of the 
male population aged 15-45 to that of 1916, and consequently experienced the same 
death-rate at these ages, namely 7,195 per million. ‘This assumption if anything under- 
estimates the necessary correction, for as the year was one of low mortality generally, 
except amongst old people, the presumption is that if the population of young men had 
been a normal one it also would have experienced a lower death-rate than that of most of 
the other years compared, whereas the method only assumes equality. 


The second method ignores males aged 15-44 altogether, and states a standardized 
death-rate for the remainder of the population unaffected by the difficulty under discussion. 
It will be seen that the comparative results of both metheds are very similar, the mortality 
of 1916 being shown by both as slightly lower than that of 1912, the lowest actual rate 
yet recorded.

By either method of comparison the death-rate obtained for 1916 is about 0°2 per 
thousand living below that of 1912. 

This result, however, depends as already stated upon the correctness of the estimates 
of population upon which. the age-group death-rates used in standardization are based. 
There is good reason to believe that the population at ages 0-5, which is of great 
importance in the calculation, is somewhat overstated in Table I, with resultant under- 
statement of the death-rates at that age. Any corresponding understatement of population 
at ages over five could not compensate for this, since the death-rate at 0-5 is muclr in 
excess of that for the whole period 5 and upwards. 


This overstatement of population at 0-5 is due to the failure of the methods of 
estimation tn use prior to 1916 to allow for the decrease in the proportion of the total 
population formed by children of these ages, as a consequence of the fall in the birth-rate. 
The population at these ages has accordingly been re-estimated for each year from 1911 
onwards on a sur vivorship basis, starting with the births in the twelve months preceding 
the middle of each year and deducting the deaths of these infants during the same twelve 
months (which are found in all years to be little under or over 70 per cent. of the total 
infantile deaths of the period) to ascertain survivors aged 0-1, and similarly for later years 
of life, in which the deaths have to be taken as ev enly. distributed. * This method, which

* The record of infant deaths during the twelve months preceding each ais -year, classified by 
are ad month of age as in Table XVII, is available from 1911 onwards. From this it is easy to 
ascertain which of these infants were born duri ing these twelve months and which in the preceding 
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entirely ignores the census enumeration, fails to allow for migration, and in the absence of 
any precise record of the aves of migrants no correction for the effects of migration can be 
applied to it. Probably, however, these effects are norma lly of minor importance in the 
first five years of life, and at the present time they must be especially insignificant.

This estimate of population aged 0-5 in 1916 falls short of that on page x by 
189,445. The result of this is to raise  premiet at this age from 28,028 per million 
living to 29,585 and with it slightly to raise the standardized death-rate at all ; ages, though 
probably not sufficiently to wipe out the advantage which 1916 has been shown above as 
holding over 1912. All that can be said with confidence is that mortality in 1916 was 


about equal to that in 1912 and.Jower than in any. other year. 


To show that in this country a death-rate of males aged 15-45 amounting to 7,194 
per million is wholly anomalous, corresponding rates for recent rere up to and including 
1914 may be. quoted. The lowest this century was that for 1913—5,023 ; and the 
highest that for 1901—6,461, the rate for each year from 1908 onwards having been less 
than 3 hoi (ea neg GB is) this rate rose to 6,684, and in 1916, as already stated, EOS, Pek OO: 
To find a rate exceeding this we have to go back to 18938, when mortality generally was 
much higher than at present, the standardized death-rate fer that year having been 18°9 


per: L000 persons. 











year. Deduction of the former number from the births of the twelve months gives the survivors aged 
0-1 at the mid-year. From the same mortality table for the succeeding twelve months the number of 
infants dying in that year and born in the previous one, 7.¢., the remainder of the deaths under one 
year of age of children born during the twelve months first dealt with, is ascertained ; and so the 
total deaths under one year from amongst these births. Deduction of these from the births gives 
survivors at the exact age of 1 year and from these the population aged 1-2 at the mid-year twelve 
months later than that first dealt with is ascertained by deduction of half the deaths in the second 
year of life during the twelve months between the two mid-year dates (the average exposure to risk 
of dying being for six months), and so for higher ages. This method assumes that for the second and 
subsequent years of life the deaths in the second half of the year are equal to those in the first. ‘This 
is of course not the case, for mortality, especially in the second year, must decline appreciably as age 
advances, but in the absence of detailed tables of ages for these years similar to lables X VII this decline 
cannot be measured. ‘The resultant overstatement even of population age 1-2 cannot.be serious, and 
is ‘not to be compared with the errors introduced by other methods of estimation. Indeed the census 
returns for the first two years of life are so much open to question (see Report on the census of 1911. 
vol. vii, pages xxxi and xliii) that the results of this method of estimation for census years are probadly 
more reliable at these ages than the census enumeration. 
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Taking the rates in Table XI for the four years 1911-1914 as 100, the proportionate 
rates in 1915 and 1916 are as follows :— 
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* The rates given for this age are probably too low, and over-estimate the fall which has occurred. 
See page Xxiil. 


For both sexes a great drop in mortality under five years of age is danse for 
1916, which although more correctly stated on the basis of Table XII at 20 than at the 
24 per cent. indicated above, is still most remarkable. 

As in 1915 there is a considerable rise in mortality at ages over 75, while at inter- 
mediate ages the divergence from the previous average is eset unimportant, if 
the effect of special circumstances upon the mortality of males at military ages is 
allowed for. 


Infant Mortality—Of the 508,217 deaths registered during the year in England 
and Wales, 71,646, or 14°1 per cent., were those of infants under one year of age, 
cor responding to a mortality rate of 91 ‘per 1,000 births. 


This rate is the lowest ever recorded, and is 22 per 1,000 births, or 19°5 per cent., 
below the average in the preceding ten years. ‘Table XIII shows that this decline is in 
part due toa low rate of diarrheal mor tality, probably connected with the fact that the 
year was du:l and wet as a whole, though the. critical third quarter was both dry 
and rather warm. The greater part of the decrease, however, is accounted for under 
other headings less sabject to climatic influences, and therefore gives the greater 
promise of permanence. The table shows, for instance, that the improvement upon the 
rate for 1912, the lowest hitherto recorded, is increased by exclusion of diarrhoea from 
the comparison. In other words, the low rate of 1912 owed more to the accidental 
circumstance that the season was unfavourable to diarrhoea than did the still lower rate 
of 1916. And if comparison be made with the two other years in the table recording an 
equally low diarrhoeal mortality, 1885 and 1888, we find that the mortality from other 
causes in those years was almost 60 per cent. higher than in 1916.

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The arrangement of the table has been designed to show the irregularity from year to 
year of that portion of the infant mortality rate caused by diarrhoea, resulting from its 
dependence on heat and drought, the steady fall which is taking place in mortality of 
infants from other causes, and ‘the limitation of this fall to the present century. If the 
final columns in each section of the table are compared the steadiness with which a rate 
of 125-135 was maintained in the last sixteen years of the nineteenth century is seen to 
be in striking contrast to the rapid and well sustained fall recorded for the first sixteen 
years of the present century. 

It would be of interest, in view of the fact that war has not arrested the fall in infant 
mortality, to compare the experience of other countries affected. It does not as yet, how- 
ever, seem to be possible to do this in any satisfactory manner, but such figures as are 
available for France and Germany do not suggest any star tling variation {rom pre-war 
conditions. | 

Table XIV shows how the infant mortality of 1916 was distributed between the 
sexes and throughout the country. For infants of both sexes jointly the rate varied 
from 114 in the county boroughs of the North to 61 in the rural districts of the South. 
This maximum and minimum form one of the most constant features of the yearly 
records. From [911 onwards there has been no year in which the rate for the southern 
rural districts was not the lowest recorded for each sex, and with two trifling exceptions 
in 1912 and 1914 the converse statement applies to the county boroughs of the North.

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The fact that the London rate exceeded that for the country at large in only one 
of these six years is a most remarkable one, and of most hopeful import, since it proves 
that there is nothing in urbanization per se to prevent a further large reduction of the 
rate. If this had been no higher in the other large towns than in boridoies in 1916, the 
general rate for the whole country would have been’ 86 instead of 91, but the connexion 
wenerally between urbanization and infant mortality 18 so close as to sugvest that if equal 
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care were taken everywhere the rate for the county boroughs should be appreciably lower 
than that for London. 

The table also shows that in not a single instance in any of the six years compared 
did the infant mortality of either sex fail to exceed the general rate in the North of 
England or in Wales, or to fall below it in the Midlands or South. Tiat this astonishing 
consistency of record is not due mer ely to greater urbanization in the North is shown by 
the fact that Table XIV and similar tables for earlier years consistently show the North 
to disadvantage even when the comparison is restricted to areas of similar character in 
each case. And any possible disadvantage which the North may suffer in the comparison 
from the urban character of a number of its nominally rural areas is seen to be of small 
significance in view of the fact that in every one of the six years the Northern mortality 
recorded for each sex, taking urban and rural areas together, was considerably in excess 
of the London rate. It is evident that, great as has been the progress of the past sixteen 
years, much remains to be done merely i in levelling up conditions in the rest of the country 
to there now prevalent in London and_ the South of England generally ; and the 
figures convey no suggestion that that standard is approaching finality. 

Although all these differences between town and country in regard to infant 
mortality are so well marked and so stable in this country they are by no means 
of general application elsewhere. Even the fundamental rule, as one might judge 
it from English experience to be, that the mortality of infants is higher in town 
than country, is widely departed from. In Austria, Hungary, and South Germany the 
mortality has long been higher in the country than in the towns, while in the remainder 
of Europe the English experience is generally met with. But in Prussia, where the 
urban mortality used to be higher than the rural, it has for many years declined more 
rapidly, so that from 1907 onwards the rate for urban districts has been lower than that 
for rural. No similar tendency, it may be noted, is discernible in the Hnglish figures. 
Furthermore, in Prussia the largest towns record rates lower than those applying to 
towns of moderate size, their experience therein resembling that of London. In France 
the difference is by no means well marked, and though the urban rate is generally 
higher the position is sometimes reversed. 

In the first month of life, when the difference in favour of the rural districts is least 
in English experience (see Table XV 1), and when London enjoys a considerable advantage 
over the country, it is interesting to find that Prussian rural mortality has long been 
higher than urban, even when the rural areas held a considerable advantage for infant 
mortality generally. Many explanations might, of course, be suggested, and amongst 
others the greater opportunities enjoyed by the towns for affording competent obstetric 
assistance in confinements. 

The whole subject is evidently obscured by the difficulty of distinguishing the effects 
of local or i ans cee Inset 2 those of the circumstances common respectively to 
urban and rural domicile in all lands. Ana at a time when infant mortality has been 
falling so rapidly as of late years, and when the consequences of the war may further 
profoundly affect it, the experience of the past might prove an unreliable guide to the 
future, even if its lessons could be completely understcod. 3 

Table 15 compares towns of various sizes and rural districts in respect of vee 
mortality from various causes. The total mortality in the urban areas as a whole 
exceeded that in the rural by nearly 25 per cent , but this excess was very unevenly 
distributed over the different age-periods into which the first year of life is divided 
in the table, being only 2 per cent. in the first month, and thereafter Ancreasing with 
age. Tbe constaney of this feature in the reports for different years is shown by the 
following table :—

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The chances of survival seem to differ but little at birth in town and in the country, 
hut the noxious influences of the former soon come into play, and make themselves felt 
to an increasing extent as the first year of life progresses, and to a still greater extent 
in the second and third years, when the urban excess generally approaches 100 per cent., 


thereafter gradually declining. 


The approximate equality of mortality in the first month of life, however, only 
applies as between the towns as a whole and the rural districts as a whole, and is partly 
due to the fact that the excess in mortality manifested by the county boroug hs even at 
this age is largely offset by the low mortality of London. As between London and the 
county boroughs Table 15 shows an excess of mortality at this period in the latter 
amounting to 24 per cent. This ratio is a very constant one, having varied only between 
20 and 24 per cent. during the six years 1911-1916. The constant superiority of the 
London figures is of course a very definite indication that the mortality of the other large 
towns is to a considerable extent preventable, even at this age, and that too without making 
any allowance for the extent, which may be large, to which the London mortality 1s itself 
preventable. This conclusion is confirmed by the figures for individual towns during the 
period 1907-10 published in Appendix II of the Second Report on Infant and Child 
Mortality of the Medical Officer of the Local Government Board. Here we find that 
mortality under one month per 1,000 births in the towns of over’ 50,000 population varied 
from 27°] in Hornsey to 56°7 in Dewsbury. Generally speaking, “mortality i is higher at 
this as at other ages in the North of England than in the South. 


Further support of the conclusion that a large proportion of the mortality even of the 
first month of life is preventable may be found in the figures relating to occupational 
infant mortality in 1911, published in the report for that year. Of the social classes dealt 
with, as represented by groups of occupations, the highest, upper and middle class, had a 
mortality under one month of 30-2 per 1,000 births and the lowest, unskilled labour, 42°5. 
The latter, however, was exceeded by ths two occupations of textile workers and coal 
miners, which were treated as sociai classes in themselves and yielded rates of 44°4 and 46°5 
respectively. Dealing with individual occupations yielding at least 1,000 births during 
the year the range of variation was from 20°2 deaths per 1,000 births for medical 
practitioners to 47°1 for general labourers, 49°6 for costermongers and 31*1 for railway 
pointsmen, &¢., and for masons’ labourers. 

_ When comparison is made between towns of varying size it is seen that apart from 
London, those of larger size are at a disadvantage at every age, in the case both of 
legitimate and illegitimate infants. The mortality of legitimate infants in London 
however, was little more than that in the smaller towns. This is due mainly to 
the low mortality in London during the first month of life, which, as also in each of the 
preceding five years, was below that even of the rural districts. After the first month 
London comes between the county boroughs and the smaller towns. 


Apart from the special case of London, Table 15° shows that the mortality from 
all of the five groups of diseases under which it summarizes infantile deaths increases 
regularly from the rural areas to the large towns, but the difference in the case of the 
wasting diseases is small. 

The harnifal effect of town life is well marked in regard to the respiratory diseases, 
but it is especially evident in the case of diarrhoa, the mortality from which in 
London was more than twice that in the rural districts. Syphilis shows a similar 
variation with urban conditions, the mortality in the country districts, whether of 
legitimate or illegitimate children, being less than one-third of that returned in the great 
towns. Another cause of infant mortality particularly associated with the great towns is 
overlying, which caused nearly three times as great a mortality in London as in the rural 


districts (sce Table X XIX.) 


Mortality of separate weeks and months.—The fall of infant mortality in 1916 
to the lowest level hitherto recorded has suggested the presentation of a more minute 
analysis py age of this mortality than has been customary in these reports since 1910, 
with a view 6 showing in detail how the different portions of the first year of life have 
shared in the decline.

In order to present the mass of detail embodied in Table X VIII in a form in which 
the yearly fluctuations in mortality at each age can be more easily studied, Tables 
XIX-XXI have been prepared, corresponding to each of the sections of Table XVIII 
and showing in each case the ratio of the year’s record to the corresponding rate for 
1911-1916 taken as 100. 

The scope of the survey has been extended by including the figures for years 
previous to 1911 so far as the tables of rates published in the Reports for these years 
permit.

Table XTX brings out more clearly perhaps even than Table XVIII the fact that 
mortality was lower in 1916 than in any previous year for which the comparison can be 
made for almost all the periods dealt with. The fifth is the only month of life in which 
a substantially lower mortality has been recorded in any previous year, though in 
the fourth end sixth months also the rates in 1912 were yery slightly lower. It is from 
the fourth to the seventh months that the greatest improvement has been secured. ‘The 
oreatest fall of all for infants of both sexes is from 8:05 in the sixth month in 1906 to

4°30 in 1912, a decline of 47 per cent. ‘This is the age of greatest decline also for males 
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(47 per cent. from 8°77 in 1906 to 4°67 in 1916), but for females the range in the fifth 
month is a little greater, from 8-24 in 1906 to 4:26 in 1912 and 4:27 in 1916, a decline 
of 48 per cent. In every month except the tenth the proportionate decline is greater 
for females. | . . 

The years of highest mortality were 1906 and 1911 for each sex, 1906 being as a 
rule the highest in the first six months of life and 1911 in the second, and next to these 
comes 1905 at almost all ages. There is in fact, if allowance be made for the exceptional 
heat of the summer of 1911, a general tendency of mortality to decline at each month of 
the year, though this is at a minimum in the first month and abates somewhat after its 
maximum in the sixth. Even in the first month, however, the progress recorded is 
quite substantial, the fall from 41:90 in 1906 to 36°90 in 1916 representing a gradual 
and progressive decline of 12 per cent. in the eleven years for each sex. 

When the mortality of the first month is further analysed by weeks it may be seen 
that there is a sharp distinction between the first and the second fortnights. It is the 
relatively stable mortality of the first fortnight which by reason of its greater dimensions 
dominates the figure for the whole month ; for with the third week a sudden increase 
in the range of yeatly fluctuation and of progress secured occurs which brings the 
mortality of the third and fourth weeks into the same group as those of later months 
and marks off the first two weeks as the period at which comparatively little progress 
is being made. Even here, however, some decline is recorded, although the constancy 
of the figures, in good years and in bad, is very striking. For the first week there is a 
decline of 8 per cent. in 1916, the best year of the series, from the 25°16 recorded 
for 1906, which was the worst. This fact suggests that the mortality of the 
first fortnight is not by any means entirely due to the elimination of non-viable infants, 
and strong confirmation of this view will be met with when the records of the various 
classes of area dealt with in Table XX are examined.

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The mortality of the third and fourth weeks quite clearly moyes up and down with. 
infant mortality in general, and some trace of such movement can be seen even in the 
second week, but it is undiscernible in the first, the deaths in which seem to be 
uninfluenced ‘by climatic conditions. 

The very considerable mortality of the first day of life has declined in a most 
interesting manner since the outbreak of war. Up to 1915 it varied remarkably little 
from year to year, but in that year it suddenly fell 6 per cent. below the average of the 
nine preceding years and has almost maintained this level in 1916. The inference that 
this sudden change, which is common to all the classes of area in Table XX, is in some 
way dependent upon the war seems almost unavoidable, but it is difficult to see how it 
can have been caused. Deaths during the first 24 hours of life must be in large measure 
the consequence of difficulties in child-birth, and if, as the result of war, the proportion 
of women delivered by medical practitioners has declined, it might have been thought 
that these deaths should have increased. It may be recalled, however, that some years 
ago a good deal of attention was drawn in the medical journals to excessive use of the 
forceps in delivery, and it is just conceivable that some infants’ lives may be saved 
in the practice of midwives, who do not practise instrumental delivery, which the forceps 
might destroy. On the ‘other hand it might have keen thought that the forceps, 
properly used in the cases where they are required, would save more infants’ lives than 
their misuse could sacrifice. Of course, the reduction may not be dependent upon any 
change in midwifery methods at all. The conditions under which confinements take 
place may, for instance, have been improved by separation allowances. 

From Table XX it may be seen that the reduction in mortality during the 
six years dealt with has been fairly uniform in the four classes of area, varying from a 
minimum of 26°6 per cent. in the rural districts to 34°3 in the small towns. In all four 
cases the highest rate was recorded. in 1911 and the lowest in 1916. In the case of the 
smaller urban and the rural districts the 1916 rate is the lowest at each month of life 
except the fifth, when a lower level.was reached in 1912, but in London and in the 
county buroughs the mortality of 1912 was lower at several months. In all cases 
the highest rate is furnished by 1911 except in the eleventh and twelfth months im the 
rural districts, when mortality in 1915 was slightly higher. The mortality of 1915 was 
peculiar iu that with one trifling exception —the third month in the rural distriets—it 
was velow the 1911-1916 average in all classes of area outside London until the sixth’ 
month of life, after which a rapidly increasing excess over the average developed, 
especially outside the large towns. 

The greatest variations are those for the seventh and ninth months of lite in the 
small towns, for. which mortality in 1916 was less than half that in 1911. ‘These towns 
showed the greatest excess in 1911 over their average for 1911-1916 of all classes of area 
and the greatest decline below it in 1916 both for the first year of life as a whole and 
for most of its constituent months. 

The reduction of the mortality of the first day of life in 1916 is greatest in London 
and the rural districts, and least in the county boroughs, but as already pointed out it is 
distinctly in evidence for both war years in all classes of area. The slight movement of 
mortality in the second week of life in accordance with the conditions, largely climatic, 
leading to its variation at higher ages is most distinct in the case of the county boroughs 
and smaller towns, and is quite undiscernible in that of the rural districts.. In the 
third week it is well marked for ali classes of area. 

Table X XI shows that the range of variation between years of high and low 
mortality is about the same for legitimate and for illegitimate infants even in the 
individual months. Their mortality experience, however, has differed in some other 
respects. The year 1906, for instance, yielded the highest mortality of the eleven years 
compared at every single month of the life of illegitimate infants, whereas the 
record of 1911 was as bad or worse for each of the second six months of the life of 
legitimate children. Furthermore, whereas 1916 has yielded the lowest mortality of 
legitimate children at every month except the fifth and sixth, lower rates had been 
previously recorded for illegitimate infants in each of the first five months of life and 
in the year as a whole. But the most striking difference between the two classes of 
infants is in regard to the mortality of the first week of life. The improvement at this 
period, and especially i in the first day, recorded for legitimate infants has not been shared 
by the illegitimate. Iv fact their mortality at this age was appreciably lower up to 1910 
than it has been since, whereas that of the legitimate was higher. In consequence of this 
movement in opposite directions it may be seen from Table XXII that the ratio of 
illegitimate to legitimate mortality in the first week of life has increased from 170 per 
cent, in 1907 to 201 in 1916, The mortality of the illegitimates in the first day of life 
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has increased from 23°31 in 1911 to 24:73 in 1915 and 24°10 in 1916. These facts have 
a somewhat ominous aspect and suggest that infant welfare organisations might well 
devote special attention to the first days of the life of illegitimate children.

It may not be without significance also that, as shown by Table XXII, the excess of 
mortality amongst the illegitimate is so much greater in the first day than in the 
remainder of the first week. This table, moreover, shows that the increasing excess of the 
mortality of illegitimates during the first week has been due, from 1911 on at all events, 
mainly to rapid increase in that of the first day, which makes the appearance of the facts 
all the more disquieting. Vf

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After the first week the excess shown for the illegitimates gradually increases till : 
the third month, when their mortality is more than 2} times as great as that of the 
legitimate. Beyond this age the excess gradually declines, reaching a comparatively 
moderate figure at the end of the twelve months. It is somewhat greater for females 
than for males throughout, but especially in the first month and particularly the first day 
of life. This fact again is open to a sinister construction, for it is generally, though by no 
means universally, characteristic of infanticide that female infants suffer most. From 
this point of view it is of interest to inquire how the growth in the excess of mortality of 
illegitimates in the first day of life has been distributed between the sexes during the six 
years for which. the facts are available. The mortality of illegitimate infants per cent. 
of that of legitimate has been as follows :-—

It will be seen that the growth of the illegitimate excess has been almost equal in 
both sexes, though it bas occurred in different years. The suspicion above suggested 
theretore receives no further support from the sex increases during the past six years. 

There is no great tendency for the excess in the mortality of illegitimate infants to 
be greater in years of high or of low mortality, so the mortality of both classes of infants 
seems to be similarly affected by the varying conditions of favourable and unfavourable 
years. It is true that the excess has been greater in the case of the low mortality of 1916 
in each of the first five months of life than in any previous year dealt with, but 1912 
shows no similar rise at these ages.

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The same statement is shown by Table X XIII to apply to the distinction of sex as 
has just been made with regard to that of legitimacy. There is no clear evidence of a 
tendency for either sex to be more affected by favourable or unfavourable seasonal con- 
ditions than the other, though it may be noted that the two years showing the lowest 
excess of male deaths, 1906 and 1911, are the two of highest mortality in the period 
covered. ‘[he male excess, it will be seen, is greatest in the first and second months, 
especially the latter, and thereafter gradually declines. [or the first day of life this excess 
is almost equal to that in the remainder of the first week in the case of legitimate infants, 
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but, in accordance with the facts observed in regard to the excess mortality of the 
illegitimate (Table X XII) it is considerably less in their case. The male excess is less for 
the illegitimate than for the legitimate generally, but especially in the first month, and 
particularly the first day, periods at which, as already noted, the mortality of female 
illegitimates is comparatively heavy. 

When we examine the relative effect of urban and rural environment upon the sexes 
we find that at almost all ages after the completion of the first month the excess mortality 
of males is least in the great towns and greatest in the rural districts. It appears, there- 
fore, that the unfavourable circumstances of town life increase female rather more than 
male mortality, though still leaving the latter greatly in excess.

Finally, Table XXIV enables us to compare the mortality of large and small towns 
and of rural districts at each age dealt with. It shows that, except in the first month of 
life, when London has a notable advantage, the rural districts furnish the lowest rates 
at all ages. Even in the first month the advantage of London over the rural districts is 
practically confined to the first week. Its extent at this period is very remarkable, the 
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London death-rate after the first day is passed being no less than 18 per cent. below that 
of the country as a whole. This fact, together with the decline during the first week 
in 1915 and 19i6, clearly shows that, contrary to views sometimes expressed, there is a 
considerable amount of avoidable mortality not only during the first month of life (see 
page xxvii) but even during the first week. 

‘Lhe excess of the rural mortality on the first day can be readily explained by the 
relative difficulty of securing skilled assistance in confinements, but the consistently low 
rates for London during the remainder of the week, when the rural rates show no 
advantage over the remainder of the country, are hard to understand except on the 
hypothesis that the new-born infant is better cared for in London than elsewhere. At all 
ages after the first day the county boroughs furnish the highest rates. The difference 
between them and those of the rural districts continues to grow throughout the whole 
year of life, the exposure to the adverse influences of the town having even by the second 
month a very considerable effect, which thereafter increases but slowly. 


It is a remarkable fact that London has a lower infant mortality than the rest of the 


country. The table shows that this is entirely due to relatively low mortality in the first 
two months, after which the London rates at all ages show a moderate excess. [ven the 
small towns have very little advantage over London though at every month after the 
second their rates are considerably lower, 

The distinction of sex in making these comparisons yields little of interest, urban 
and rural conditions affecting both sexes very similarly. The range of variation appears. 
to be slightly greater for females, and the advantage held by London in the first week of 
life applies particularly to male births. 


Causes of Infant Mortality.—It will be seen from Table X XV, which compares 
the rates recorded in Table 14 with the experience of previous years, that infant 
mortality from almost all causes declined in 1916, the chief reductions being recorded for 
infectious diseases and diarrhoea. The rate ascribed to tuberculosis, 2°39 deaths per 1000 
births, is much the lowest recorded, an appreciable fall having occurred under each of 
the three sub-headings in Table 14. Mortality from non-tuberculous meningitis was 
also low. |

The important group of developmental and wasting diseases, which includes the 
whole of the three lines appearing above it in Tables XXV and XXVI, shows a 
decrease on the previous year of 4°3 per cent., the rate being the lowest yet recorded in 
Table XX VI. In 1915 there was a decrease of 1*4 per cent. 

Table XXVII, which contrasts the mortality of male with that of female, and 
of legitimate with that of illegitimate infants, shows that the mortality of males 
was 28 per cent. greater than that of females, and that all the principal causes 
of death except whooping cough display the same feature, and on the whole to a 
very uniform extent. , The excess in the mortality of males was greatest in the 
first three months of life, decreasing thereafter. All these features of the table— 
excess in male mortality of about 25 per cent. from all causes and from the principal 
groups of causes, excess of female mortality from whooping cough, and the decrease 
with advancing age of the excess in male mortality—reproduce themselves with curious 
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fidelity from year to year. The proportionate male excess was less in the case of 
illegitimate infants, as it has been in (at least) each of the past eleven years, and that for 
all infants was greater than in any other of the last twelve years except 1915, when it 
stood at the same figure (Table X XIII).

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The excess in mortality of illegitimate children varied greatly for different causes 
of death. It was comparatively slight for infectious disease and congenital defects, but 
heavy for diarrhoea and for atrophy, &c. These are all very constant features of this table.

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Overlying.—One of the most interesting contributions to the fall of infant mortality 
in 1916 is to be found under this heading, which generally accounts for rather more 
than 1 per cent. of all deaths of infants in this country. These deaths were made 
the subject of a special study in the Report for 1890, in which it was shown that 
an excessive proportion of them occurred op Saturday night and so, being discovered on 
Sunday morning, were registered as having taken place on Sunday. The excess was so 
great, and applied so particularly to deaths from this cause, as to suggest that 
drunkenness on the part of the parents was the explanation of the peculiar weekly 
distribution of these deaths, and, as will be seen, this hypothesis has received additional 
support from recent experience. Attention has been directed to this. matter again by the 
desire of the Chairman of the Board of Liquor Control to obtain evidence of the effect 
upon the public health of the measures recently put in force for restricting consumption 
of alcohol. It has been found that this mortality has fallen considerably during the past 
two years, as is shown by the following death-rates from suffocation in bed of infants 
under one year per 100,000 births :—

It will be seen that the frequency of these deaths, which had declined a little, but 
not very greatly, during the previous quarter century, has sustained a great and sudden 
fall since the outbreak of war. 

The deaths dealt with do not include those of all infants certified as due to 
suffocation, which numbered 744 in 1916. They are made up of those certified either 
as “overlain” (90 in 1916) or “ suffocated in bed” (572 in 1916). Other deaths of 
infants from suffocation included two on sofa, six at the breast, 18 in cot or cradle, three 
in push-eart or perambulator, two from noxious fumes, three certified as suffocated 
“during sleep,” and 48 certified simply as ‘ suffocated.” 

It may be taken for granted that parental heedlessness probably contributed to a 
large proportion of these deaths also, and for this reason all the deaths classified to 
heading No. 168 of the International List are dealt with in Tables 14 and 15, except for 
the rare cases where the cause of suffocation is obviously of a quite different nature 
from smothering in bed. In the Report for 1890, however, although 1,776 deaths of 
infants in the first year of life were classified to suffocation, only those of 1,517 who 
were returned as suffocated in bed were made the subject of special investigation. The 
recent material has, therefore, been similarly restricted for purposes of comparison in the 
following table :—

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It will be seen that the heaping up of these deatbs at the week-end was almost as 
pronounced in 1913 and 1914 as in 1890, though the proportion returned as occurring 
on Saturday increased somewhat at the expense of that cn Sunday. ‘Taking the two 
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days together the proportion recorded in 1890, 40°1 per cent., was exactly maintained in 
1913, while for 1914 it was 38°6. In 1915 it fell to 35°7 and in 1916 to 31°2, or very 
little more than the 28°6 per cent. (two-sevenths) which would represent an even distri- 
bution of the deaths over all the days of the week. So long as the mortality attributed 
to this cause maintained approximately its former level, as it did until the war, its 
peculiar week-end distribution was also maintained, but tuis has been very largely lost 
simultaneously with the great reduction in mortality of the last two years. 

The Saturday night mortality from this cause appears to be most readily explained 
by the hypothesis that it is due to drunkenness on the part of the parents. When the 
association of these deaths with parental intemperance and the reality of their causation 
by accidental suffocation has been called in question it has been felt necessary also to 
question the week-end distribution of mortality, but in view of the figures in the table 
this must now be admitted. 

Of course, it is possible that only a proportion of these deaths have been accidental 
in origin, and that a number of sudden deaths from unobserved disease are included in 
their number. Prevention of accidental deaths by enforced sobriety during the past two 
years would account for the altered week-day incidence and for the substantial drop in 
mortality,| while deaths from disease put to this heading through mistaken diagnosis 
might account for the maintenance of a large proportion of the former mortality without 
abnormal week-day distribution. 

In considering such a possibility two further facts have to be borne in mind—that 
the deaths in question are practically all the subject of inquest and that they occur 
chiefly in the great towns, especially London. This geographical distribution is shown 
in the following table, which includes all deatns of infants from suffocation,

The excess in the great. towns is not to be accounted for by their excess of infant 
mortality generally, for in the county boroughs the general excess over the rural districts 
is only about one-fourth, and in London one-twelfth, of that shown for suffocation in the 
_ table. Moreover the county boroughs exceed London in general mortality though their 
death-rate from suffocation is much lower. The distribution of mortality from suffocation 
conforms much more with the relative frequency of inquests in the four classes of area, 
which in 1915 was as follows, the figures denoting the percentage of deaths under one 
year of age investigated by inquest :— 

London 9°8, County Boroughs 5°4, Other Urban Districts 3°5, Rural Districts 3°7. 


The idea almost inevitahly suggests itself that deaths in the country are attributed 
to natural causes and escape the coroner’s investigation which in London are made the 
subject of inquest resulting in a verdict of suffocation in bed. These may either be 
actual deaths from suffocation which escape recognition in the country or deaths from 
natural causes under circumstances which in London would lead to an inquest and a 
mistaken verdict of suffocation. In either case it is conceivaple that a modification of - 
the practice of coroners as to holding inquests on such deaths might account for the 
reduction in mortality of the last two years. 

Some such modification appears to have occurred, as a result presumably of the war, 
for the proportion of inquests on infants to deaths of infants in London, which had been 
11°3 per cent. in 1913 and 11°5 in 1914, fell to 9°8 in 1915, although the total number 
of inquests held in London, including those on war victims, increased in 1915. The 
proportion for England and Wales also fell from 5°6 in 1913 and 5°8 in 1914 to 5°] in 
1915. 
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It will be prudent therefore for the present not to assume that the whole of the 
decline in this form of infant mortality is due to increased sobriety, though the striking 
change in the weekly distribution of the deaths suggests this as the most important cause. 
Also it must be admitted that if this abnormal distribution indicates inebriety as the 
cause of the deaths now avoided its approach to disappearance in 1916 points to absence 
of this factor in the causation of the great bulk of those still returned. 

If the four classes of area ate examined separately the distribution of the deaths is 


more subject to chance irregularities on account of their smaller numbers, but still some 
points of interest are brought out.

From this table we see that in London, where even in 1916 mortality was much the 
highest (Table X XIX), the weekly distribution of the deaths in 1916 was no longer 
characteristic, but that in all the provincial groups the Saturday night predominance has 
been retained in greater or less degree, though everywhere much reduced. It is in London 
that the reduction in mortality has been greatest, as shown in the following table, and it 
is natural, therefore, that the change in distribution, which has accompanied the fall in 
mortality, should have occurred earliest and been carried furthest in London.

Another point brought out by the figures is that the London pre-eminence in 
mortality has been maintained during 1916 (Table X XIX) without any evidence in the 
figures of Table XXX that drunkenness has contributed to it in any degree. Judged by 
the test of weekly distribution alcohol still plays a part, though one of diminishing import- 
ance, in all the other areas, whose mortalities are far below that of London. There must, 
therefore, be some other factor at work, of much more importance now than drunkenness, 
and particularly affecting london and other large towns ; and it seems possible that this 
may be found in the frequency with which inquests are beld on the deaths of infants 
in general. Suffocation as a cause of death is in practice only met with in the verdicts of 
coroners’ juries. Of the 1,021 deaths of infants in 1915 from suffocation 1,005 were so 
certified, 12 were certified by medical practitioners, and 4 were uncertified. It is natural, 
therefore, that they should be most frequent where most inquests are held. Many 
unexpected deaths of infants are doubtless made the subjects of inquest in London, with 
resultant verdicts of suffocation in bed, which in the country districts would be otherwise 
certified without inquest. Whether the true cause of most of these deaths is suffocation 
is another question, not to be decided upon the evidence under consideration. The con- 
siderable proportion of thém which in normal times furnishes the Saturday night excess 
seems on the statistical evidence likely to be due to parental heedlessness. frequently, it 
may be supposed, the result of drink, and operating in the manner assumed by the verdict. 
It is possible, however, that close investigation of the individual cases might not support 
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the conclusion to which the statistics appear to point, and in any case the correctness of 
the verdict in the residue of the cases remaining after the Saturday excess has disappeared 
is much more open to question. Whether these are to be accepted as deaths from 
suffocation will depend upon the view taken of the reliability of inquest verdicts. 

It has been suggested that these deaths are more common in the cities because of 
greater overcrowding. But a baby in a cradle in an evercrowded room is practically free 
from risk whereas in bed with its mother it is subject to risk however large the room. 
To account for the excessive London mortality it would be necessary to prove that 
cradles are less used there than elsewhere. 

The seasonal distribution of these deaths is of some interest. They occur most in 
the coldest weather and least in the warmest, as shown by the following table :—

This distribution to a certain extent supports the certification, as it is only natural 
that. the risk of suffocation in bed should be greater in winter when more bed clothes are 
_ in use, but as other causes than suffocation might lead to similar distribution, this evidence 
is inconclusive. 


Mortality at 1-5,—The causes of the decline in mortality at 0-5 have been for the 
most part already dealt with under the head of infant mortality, as 65 per cent. of deaths 
under 5 in 1916 occurred in the first year of life. The decline at ages 1—5 also, however, 
demands consideration. 

If the fall in mortality at each of the first five years of life from 1911-1914, taken 
as representative of recent peace experience, to 1916, is calculated upon the population 
estimates given in Table XII, the results are as shown in Table XX XIII. 

The decline is seen to have reached its maximum in the second year of life, after 
which it progressively diminishes until at 5-10, as shown on page xxiv, it is reduced to 
quite small proportions. For the whole group 1—5 the decline, 17°1 per cent., is the 
same as that at 0-1. 

At 0-1 the decline is practically the same as that recorded for infant mortality. 
Indeed the death-rate so calculated for the first year of life is in some respects preferable 
to the infant mortality rate, for it states mortality at this age in a form comparable with 
the statements made for other ages, whereas infant mortality, being necessarily lower than 
a rate based upon the population living at age 0-1, hes the effect of minimizing the death- 
rate at this age when compared with the mortalities returned for other ages. 

The advantages of the “ infant mortality ” measure are its simplicity, rendering it of 
general application, and the reliability of the data on which it is based. Where, however, 
the necessary data are available, in the form of a detailed classification of the ages of 
infantile deaths, the population aged 0—1 at any date can be calculated from the births of 
the preceding twelve months, by the deduction of deaths during the same period, with an 
accuracy little less than that of the record of births. It is advisable, therefore, to employ 
the death-rate at 0-1 (7.¢. a rate based upon the estimated numbers living at this age) 
tather than the infant mortality rate, when comparison has to be made between mortality 
at this and at other ages. This can only be done at present, however, for England and 
Wales and for London and the grouped county boroughs, other urban districts, and rural 
districts. | 

_A further argument for the use of the ordinary death-rate at age 0—1 lies in the fact 
that, if it be admitted that where this can be done with reasonable accuracy it is 
preferable to express mortality in imfancy in the same way as at other periods of life, 
it can be shown that the infant mortality rate has the disadvantage of understating the 
decline at present in progress. For as mortality during the first year of life declines the 
population under one year of age resulting from each thousand births increases. The 
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death-rate based on population is accordingly decreased, not only by the decline in the 
number of deaths but by the increase in population resulting from these births. Infant 
mortality only takes the decrease in deaths into account and therefore to some extent 
under-estimates the progress achieved. Thus a decline in infant mortality from 150 to 
100, such as has occurred since 1900, means a decline from about 168 to 108 in 
mortality at 0-1. Stated as infant mortality, the probability of dying within one year of 
birth, the death-rate has declined by 334 per cent. , but when it is based upon population 
aged (—1 the decline is 35°7 per cent.

When the causes of the decline in mortality at 1-5 years are examined it appears 
from Table XXXIV that of the total fall of 2°64 per 1,000 living, as compared with 
1911-14, no less than 1°39, or 53 per cent.; is accounted for under the head of measles 
alone. Diarrhoeal diseases contribute a further 0°72 per 1,000, these two causes thus 
accounting for 80 per cent. of the total fall. There is, moreover, a fall of 0°26 from 
pneumonia, which may also be attributable to the remarkable freedom of the year from 
measles mortality (see page li). If so, measles and diarrhoea account altogether for 
90.per cent. of the total fall. Scarlet fever and whooping cough contributed respec- 
tively 0°14 and 0°15 to the decline, while the only cause showing appreciably increased 
mortality is diphtheria, the death-rate from which was 871 per. million, as against 769 
in 1911-1914. 

As both measles and diarrhea are liable to great variations from year to year, it 
will be seen that there is the less promise of permanence in the progress chronicled 
for 1916. Measles mortality was unprecedentedly low, partly, no doubt, as a result of 
the great prevalence of the disease in 1915, and hotter summers will lead to more 
mortality from diarrhcea, so the record of 1916 may remain unbroken for some years.

mortality at the period 0-1], that the decline at 0-5 is too high to correspond with those for the 
single years. ‘The explanation lies in the fact that the 0-5 population of 1916 is more favourably 
constituted than that of 1911-1914, as it contains a smaller proportion of young infants. A decline in 
the mortality of the whole group would have resulted from this fact even if the rates for single years 
of life had remained unchanged. In other words, mortality at 0-5 requires to be standardized to 
allow for the altering age- distribution of this population, just as mortality at all ages does, if a true 
comparison is to be obtained. ‘The decline in such a standardized mortality would correctly represent 
the general effect of the declines at the constituent single years of life.

But it should be borne in mind that the exceptional improvement manifested 
in 1916 is only a temporary acceleration of a long continued movement. This can be 
seen from fable 8, which shows that from 1871 onwards to 1900 mortality at 0-5 
gradually fell from close on 70 to 56:7 per 1,000 persons living, although infant 
mortality was not falling at all throughout this period. As infant mortality mainly 
determines mortality at 0-5, the rate at 1-5 must have fallen very considerably 

This may be shown to have been the case by comparison of mortality at each of the 
years from i to 5 in succeeding decades, as in the following table :—

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Thus we may say that at the ages under consideration the mortality of 1916 was 
only two-fifths of that prevalent during the eighth decade of the nineteenth century. 

The progress of the fall during the present century may be seen from the fact that 
in the decennium 1891-1900 the rate recorded was 24°3—almost double the 1916 figure 
of 12°8 per thousand living. This extraordinary change in the short period of tw enty 
years seems to be attracting less attention than is its ‘due at a tite when, to judge by 
contributions on the subject j in the public press, it might be thought that everything still 
remained to be done to check preventable deaths at these ages. It is well to aim high 
and to shun content with progress made, but it should be realized that so far as the ages 
lying between infancy and school life are concerned more than half the amelioration 
which was possible twenty years ago has already been secured, for the death-rate has 
been practically halved, and it can never be reduced to vanishing ‘point. 

No instance of life saving on such a scale can be found at any other age in Table 8. 
‘The magnitude of the change largely explains the fact that whereas infant 1 mortality fel] 
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by 41 per cent. from 1891-1900 to 1916, mortality at 0-4 fell by 51 per cent., or 49 per 
cent. if the rate based upon the new estimate of population (Table XIL) is taken into 
account. The apparent anomaly that falls of 41 per cent. in infant mortality and of 
47 per cent. in mortality at 1-5 during this period combine to produce a total fall for the 
group of 49 per cent. is due to the altered age distribution of its members (see footnote 
to Table X X XIII) and to the fact, already pointed out, that the fall in infant mortality 
is less than that in mortality at 0-1. Standardizing the death-rates to allow for 
the change in age-constitution the fall at 0-5 Pe 46°6 per cent., which compares 
with falls of 45°8 per cent. at 0-1 and 47°3 at 1-2 

The extent of the recent decline in sHaRe at 1-5 is largely explained by the 
nature of the chief diseases causing death at this age. They are few in number 
and very largeiy of a preventable nature. During the years 1911-1916 five causes 
contributed 65 per cent. of the total deaths. These were, in order of importance, 
pneumonia. measles, tuberculosis, diarrliea and whooping cough. The extent of 
their various contributions may be seen in the following table :—

As so large a proportion of the mortality is still of a preventable nature there seems 
even yet to be great room for improvement, and it may even be that the death-rate at 1-5 
will be reduced in time to the level now prevalent at 5-15. This will depend largely 
upon the extent to which the diseases commonly classed as preventable are really subject 
to control. 

Table XXXVI calls attention to a curious feature in the sex-incidence of the 
mortality under consideration. Deaths from burns and scalds are very common at this 
age, accounting for 2°3 per cent. of the total mortality, and other forms of violence account 
for a further 1°8 per cent. But while boys and girls die of burns in almost equal numbers, 
the mortality of boys from other forms of violence far exceeds that of girls.

It. will be seen that in every instance where the greater enterprise or mischievousness 
of the boy comes into play the deaths of boys are touch, more numerous, except in the 
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case of burns. The difference in the case of drowning is astonishingly great. It is 
interesting to note this evidence of the innate difference between the sexes, manifesting 
itself at a time when environment is the same for both. 

Even the important exception of burns is apparent rather than real, for it has been 
pointed out by a recent investigator that so long as both sexes are dressed alike in petti- 
coats the deaths of boys are considerably in excess, but that after the boys have been put into 
breeches there are far fewer fatal burns sustained by them. This view is fully borne out 
by the following figures of fatal burns and scalds during 1901-1910 and 1911-1916.

The close correspondence of the ratios in the two periods covered by the table is 
noteworthy as showing how small is the element of chance variation in the figures. In 
both periods the excess of male mortality increases with the development of the spirit 
and opportunity for adventure till it reaches a maximum in the third year of life, after 
which a sudden and rapid decline sets in concurrently with a decline in the total mortality 
which may be readily explained as a result of the change in male attire. This decline is 
maintained, as may be seen from Table XXXVIITI, till the age 10-15, at which deaths 
of females trom burns and scalds are more than four times as numerous as those of males. 
It would be of no advantage in this connexion to trace the maiter beyond this age, as 
occupation must largely decide it at ages over 19. 

If any further support of the indictment against feminine attire in this connexion be 
needed it may be supplied by the following figures relating to death from accidental 
drowning.

Here we get equality of risk in infancy, followed by rapidly increasing preponderance 
of male mortality as the spirit of adventure develops and gradually attains greater freedom 
for its manifestation, until in the second and third quinquennia of life deaths of boys are 
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eight or nine times as numerous as those of girls, there being in this case no environ- 
mental safeguard to obscure the effect of the male instinct. 

The figures in Table XX XTX show a maximum mortality in the third year of life 
for both sexes which is in close conformity with the figures for burns and scalds in 
Table XXX VIL, but they also suggest for boys a second maximum, somewhere between 
the ages of 5 and 10, of which there is no hint in Table XXXVIIL. It is tempting to 
surmise that the earlier maximum is the result of individual, and the later of gang 
initiative, the toddlers of two adventuring singly to their deaths, whereas at 7 or 8 bands 
of schoolboys dare each other to misadventure. But on this and other points relating 
to the accidental deaths of children further light may be thrown by a more detailed 
examination of the figures than can be undertaken at the present moment. 


Mortality of the Aged.—There is reason to believe that the increase during the war 
in mortality over 65, and especially over 75 years of age, referred to on page xxv, is an 
experience shared by other belligerent countries, but the facts published as yet are insuffi- 
cient to permit of any satisfactory examination of the subject so far as the principal 
continental countries are concerned. The Irish and Scottish records show some increase 
of mortality at these ages in 1915, but not nearly so marked as in England and Wales. 

A phenomenon of such general occurrence amongst the warring nations as this 
appears to be, and so closely associated in time of occurrence with the war—the 
commencement. of the rise in the year 1914 can be observed in Tables 6—8, though it 
only becomes distinct in the first complete year of war—inevitably suggests its own 
dependence in some way upon the abnormal circumstances accompanying its occurrence ; 
and indeed it appears only natural that the anxieties and bereavements of the time, as 
well as any exceptional hardships endured, should take their toll of these relatively feeble 
existences. Adaptation to the exceptional circumstances now prevalent, and the early loss 
of the lives most susceptible to such influences, may account for the fall in mortality in 
1916, notwithstanding the increase which must have occurred in the number of persons 
affected by the private anxieties and griefs of the war. 

If we examine the causes to which this increase in mortality is attributed in the 
death certificates we may still use the period 1911-1914 as a standard of comparison, for 
the increase in 1914, though it applies to each of the causes chiefly concerned as well as 
to mortality in general, is so slight as to be negligible in its effect upon the average 
mortality of the four years. 

Three causes stand out as accounting for almost two-thirds of the total excess— 
influenza, heart disease and bronchitis—and it must be remembered that the increased 
mortality from the first of these, which was part of a general increase at other ages also, 
may have contributed in some degree to that attributed to the two latter.

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The numbers of deaths may be accepted as indicating mortality with sufficient 
accuracy in a comparison limited to six years only. It will be noted that though the 
three causes dea!t with accounted for only 29 per cent. of the total mortality before the 
war, nu less than 63°8 per cent. of the increase in 1916 is attributed to them. The 
increased mortality from these three causes, moreover, is not in the main a part of a 
movement in progress before the commencement of the war, but appears to date from 


1914, though heart disease mortality at this age had shown a tendency to increase ‘for 


several years before the war, greatly accentuated, however, in 1915. Other causes 
contributory to the general increase of mortality at the ages in question have grown 
in consequence of a tendency already well established, notably cancer, diabetes and arterial 
degeneration, the increased mortality recorded in ‘the latter instance at least being 
presumably the result merely of a change in fashion of certification. Mortality of the aged 
from pneumonia has also risen since the war, but this is not so marked a feature in 1916 
asin 1915. 


Centenarians.—Among the Heath registered during the year there were 88 of 
reputed centenarians, 18 of whom were males and 70 females. In the preceding three 


years the numbers were 52, 88, and 73 respectively. Particulars of the ages returned 


and of the classes of area donde ned are given in Tabie X LL.

oh addition to the above presentations, all of which follow the International List, the 
deaths and death-rates of the year are shown in Tables 9 and 10 for England and Wales 
only, and with distinction of sex but not of age, arranged according to the list in use up 
to 1910. Jn these tables the figures for each cause in the old list are shown for each 
of the last 15 years, the series being uninterrupted by the adoption in 1911 of the 
International List. The method by which this result is secured is described in the 
“Manual” above referred to (pages vi and xxvi~xxxi). 


GENERAL DISEASES. 
/ 

1. Enteric Fever.—The deaths of 1,122 persons (viz., 1,045 civilians and 77 non- 
civilians) of all ages and of both sexes were classified to enteric fever during 1916. The 
lowest number heretofore recorded was 1,388 in 1915, but it must be remembered that 
both in 1915 and in 1916 a large number of males of the ages at which this disease causes

most deaths were absent from the country. The following crude and standardized rates 
may be of interest as showing the proportion of the decrease of mortality probably due to 
the absence of men at ages specially liable to attack* .—

As there is no reason to suppose that the men who have enlisted were more or less 
liable to fatal attack by enteric fever than others of the same ages the standardized death- 
rates from this disease before and during the war should be fully comparable notwith- 
standing the restriction of the latter to the civilian population. The position in respect 
to such diseases differs entirely from that applying to chronic maladies such as tubercle, 
in the case of which the unenlisted section of the population contains an abnormal pro- 
portion of invalids. The genuine fall in mortality from such a recent period as 1901-1910 
is therefore from 91 to 32 per million, or 65 per cent. The disease is rapidly losing its 
importance as a factor in our mortality (see pages 21, 30 and 35). 


5. Small-pox.— Eighteen deaths (two of non-civilians) were attributed to this disease, 
being five more than in 1915. -Of these, five -had-apparently-been vaccinated. in infancy 
and ten were apparently unvaccinated, the evidence in the remaining three cases being 
doubtful. No death occurred of any person re-vaccinated before infection. A fuller 
statement on this subject is given in the Annual Report of the Medical Officer of the 
Local Government Board for 1916-1917. 


6. Measles.—The deaths registered from this cause numbered only 5,413 (viz., 5,347 
of civilians and 66 of non-civilians), against 16,445 in 1915. The civil deaths correspond 
to a death-rate of 155 per million civil population at all ages. At ages under 15 years, 
for which comparison is unaffected by the calculation of the rate upon civil population 
only, the mortality was 462 per million living at those ages, and Table 12 shows that 
this is by far the lowest rate ever recorded in this country., It followed a high rate in 
the preceding year, but equally high rates in the past have not been followed by falls of 
such a magnitude. The fall was common to all parts of the country, mortality in 1916 
being less than half that in 1915 in all the areas shown in Table XLIII except the Welsh 
county boroughs, where in consequence of high mortality in Swansea the fall was only 
15 per cent. It was greatest, 85 per cent., in the Northern rural districts, which suffered 
severely in 1915. As then mortality was concentrated on the first half of the year, 
during which 3,680 deaths were registered, as against 1,733 in the second half (page 230). 

In consequence of the high death-rate of 1915 measles was made a notifiable disease 
throughout the whole country by an Order of the Local Government Board dated 
27th November, 1915, and remained so throughout 1916. German measles was made 
notifiable by the same Order, and the number of cases of the two diseases (undistinguished 
in the returns) notified by medical practitioners or by parents and guardians during the 
year was 348,090. 

"Tt cannot escape remark that the first year of general compulsory notification of 
_ the disease is signalised by a mortality far lower than any previously recorded. 

Whether or in what degree these two phenomena are related as cause and effect is a 
question on which the statistics of the year throw no light. We do not know what the 
prevalence of the disease in previous years has been, and so cannot say how the case 
"mortality of 1916 compares with that of other years. It seems improbable that notification 
can have reduced the mortality to the level recorded by arresting the spread of the

* The fact has not been lost sight of that owing to the special-protective measures taken, few 
deaths have occurred abroad amongst members of the fighting forces. But the standardized death- 
rate is quoted as showing. what English mortality would presumably have been under ordinary peace 
conditions, and so in the absence of Boo preventive measures amongst one section of the 
population. - 
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disease ; but very possible that it may have had a substantial effect by reducing case 
‘mortality. In’so far.as notification has been followed by administrative action directed 
towards improved care of the sick and increased realisation by parents of the dangers of 
the disease it may well be that it has formed at least one factor in causing the reduction 
recorded. On this point however an opinion of value can only be formed by those 
familiar with the nature and amount of administrative action: which- has~resulted from 
notification.

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The likelihood of a low rate in 1916 was increased by the fact that the high mortality 
of the preceding year did not extend into its fourth quarter, the rate for which was well 
below the average. The year 1916 had thus everything in its favour—a good start with low 
prevalence of the disease and a child population well protected by a heavy recent epidemic. 
But this favourable conjunction of circumstances has been met with before, notably in 

-1875 and 1890. The rate for the former year was 704 per million living under 15, the 
lowest recorded. before 1916, but for the latter it was 1,240, about the average rate at 
that period, when mortality was rather high. It appears, therefore, that while the low 
mortality of 1916 may be largely due to the exceptionally favourable cireumstances 


described, it cannot be assumed that.a low rate will always be met with under such — 


circumstances. Table 13 shows that mortality was low in 1916 even m most areas 
unprotected by high prevalence during the previous year, but that in a few of the county 
boroughs, Great Yarmouth, Newport, Southport, Swansea, and particularly Rochdale, 
comparative immunity in 1915 was followed by high mortality m-1916. . | 


7. Searlet Fever.—The deaths allocated to this disease during 1916 numbered 1,381 
-(viz., 1,846 of civilians and 35 of non-civilians). The civil deaths were equal to a rate 
of 39 per million civil population at all ages, and of 109 per million at ages under 
15 years. ae : A bets , ; 

Table 12 shows that both these rates are by far the lowest ever recorded in this 


country. The fall is best. measured by mortality under the age of 15, both because this — 


rate is unaffected by the exclusion of non-civilian deaths in 1915 and 1916; and becanse 
the diminishing proportion of children in the population has of itself caused some fall 
in the mortality at all ages from children’s diseases. Table 12 shows that the lowest 
mortality previously recorded at this period of life was 159 in 1911, and that the 1916 
rate_is less than one-twentieth of those prevalent fifty years ago. The low mortality 
of 1916 was entirely due to low prevalence of the disease, only 75,722 cases having been 
notified as against an average of 126,999 in the preceding five years for which alone 
returns are available, The case mortality seems indeed to have been a trifle above the 
average, there having been 17:78 deaths per 1,000 cases notified, as against 17°56 in the 
previous five years. 


8. Whooping Cough.—The deaths allocated to this. heading numbered 6,075—2,681 

of males and 3,394 of females, All these deaths oceurred among the civil population. — 
The corresponding rates of mortality are 176 per million living at all ages, 
and 529 at ages under 15 years. With the exception of those for the year 1913 both 
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of these rates are the lowest recorded in Table 12. Mortality: from’ whooping cough | 
has been falling rapidly during the last-40- years, to some extent, of course, as a result of” 
the fall in the birth-rate. It was not till 1902 that the mortality-at all ages fell below - 
300, but since 1904 it has never reached that figure. Forty-five per cent. of. the 
deaths occurred in the first and thirty-one per cent. in the second year of life: 
Naturally, therefore, diminishing mortality from whoopiug: cough has | contributed 
appreciably to the fall in infant mortality. During the past quarter of a century this - 
contribution has been almost 3 per 1,000 births, infant mortality from whooping. cough 
having been 6-44 in 1891, and only 3°45 in 1916. Moreover, diminishing. prevalence of 
whooping cough may have contributed sensibly to the fall in infant mortality from 
respiratory diseases. | | 


20c, Vaceinia.—Two deaths have been assigned to this cause, one of them being 
that of a soldier from toxaemia following inoculation (probably anti-typhoid). Two 
deaths from septicaemia following vaccination, which up to 1911 would -have been 
assigned to vaccination, have been assigned to septicaemia. Previous to 1911 deaths from 
such causes as septicaemia following slight wounds were assigned to the septicaemia, &c., 
except in the case of vaccination. The exception has since then been discontinued, but 
the total number of death certificates on which any mention of vaccination is made has 
been stated each year. 


28-89. Tuberculosis.—The deaths assigned to tuberculous affections in the aggregate 
numbered 53,858, or 437 fewer than those so classified in the previous year. Of these 
960 were deaths of non-civilians. The mortality amongst the civil population amounted 
to 1,529 per million, a figure in excess of the total mortality recorded for any year since 
1909°(Table 10). Wehave to go back to the same year also to find total numbers of 
deaths as large as those registered in 1915 and 1916, notwithstanding the absence from. 

the country in these latter years of a large number of males on military service,

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Mortality from tuberculosis was at its lowest in this country during the three years 
19)2-1914, but the rise of the last two years, although accentuated by standardization, 
is nevertheless largely an accidental result of the enlistment of a large army, and to that 
extent without significance. The increase is accentuated on standardization because 
mortality from tubercle at military age is normally somewhat above the average at all 
ages, and particularly so at the present time when the non-tuberculous have. been 
selected for military service. The mortality amongst the civilian remainder is_ naturally 
exceptionally high, and. in standardization this exceptional mortality is applied to a 
normal proportion of men of military age, and not to the reduced proportion remaining: 
in the civilian population and so contributing to the crude death-rate. Hence the rise on: 
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standardization, although the crude death-rate of males is itself artificially inflated by 
the withdrawal from the population of large numbers of healthy men who would if 
remaining in it have contributed little to the tale of deaths. 


As standardization then, though designed. to reduce the effects of population 
anomalies under ordinary circumstances, has the opposite and undesirable result in the 
present instance of accentuating them, its use can only darken instead of illuminating 
comparisons of present with past male mortality from such causes of death as tubercle. 


It is advisable therefore to restrict our comparison for 1916 to the female sex, 
knowing as we do that the curves of mortality for the two sexes normally run so 
nearly parallel in their yearly fluctuations (see Table 10) that the recorded history of 
female mortality forms the best guide by which to estimate, under the present abnormal 
circumstances, the extent of the tendency to death from this cause amongst males. In 
applying this test the crude figures supplied in Table 10 can be used without correction 
as the effect of standardization on the death-rate of females from tubercle is almost nil. 
The table shows that the mortality after a fairly steady decline (which had continued for — 
many years) reached its lowest level during the three years 1912-1914. From the 
lowest level touched in these years, 1,154 per million females living in 1913, there has 
been a rise of 7 per cent. to 1,235 in 1915 and 1,234 in 1916. 

Of course the circumstances of the female population have been profoundly changed 
by the war, and it is possible that with peace the improvement of former years would 
have been maintained. Table XLIV shows that, apart. from fluctuations in the small 
numbers of deaths at ages over 75, the increase in mortality of females does 
not extend to ages over 45 and that in 1916 it particularly affects the most active working 
period of life, 15-45. Many thousands of women are now for the first time subjected 
to the workshop conditions which have probably tended so much ‘to maintain the 
mortality of males at working ages in recent years. Young women of the most susceptible 
age have thus been subjected to risks of infection as well as of pulmonary disease 
predisposing to tubercle which they would have escaped in following their normal 
occupations ; and both from this cause and from the effect of workshop conditions on 
women already infected a number of women have probably died who would have 
survived under peace conditions. It is quite possible therefore that with the return 
to these conditions the fall in tuberculous mortality may be resumed, though whether 
this will be so must largely depend upon the nature of the peace conditions to be 
established. 


The general tendency to increase over the average of the four years 1911-1914 is not 
shared in by the rates for children under five years, the rapid decline of which has been 
such a notable feature of the history of tuberculosis in England since the commencement - 
of the century. At these ages the death-rate is the lowest yet recorded, and for the 
first time is exceeded in both sexes by the rates for adults of certain ages. The rapid 
fall of mortality at these ages is a recent and hopeful feature of our returns, the improve- 
ment at ages 0-5 during last century having been less than at any other age up to 35 
for males, and less than at any other time of life at all for females. In 1906-1910 
mortality was still at its highest for both sexes at this period of life, but this has 
since ceased to be true, first of males and now also of females. 


The mortality in each administrative county and county borough from tuberculosis 
of all forms and from phthisis is stated in Table 13, These, however, are uncorrected for 
peculiarities of sex- and age-distribution. Comparison of crude rates without such 
correction is probably more fallacious than usual owing to the disturbance of population 
distribution by the war, but it follows from the extent of these disturbances that the 
factors for correction by which the Medical Officer of the Local Government Board has 
been enabled to publish standardized rates for these localities from the year 1911 onwards 
are no longer applicable. . i 


28 and 2). Phthisis, —These headings in the international list of causes of death now 
in use include acute miliary tuberculosis in addition fo the deaths so classified prior 
to 1911. The addition under this heading in 1916 amounts to 776 deaths, and the total 
contents of the headings to 41,545 deaths, of which 26,965 were returned as pulmonary 
tuberculosis, 10,762 as “‘ phthisis,” and the remainder as acute forms of the disease. In 
comparison with those fot 1915 these numbers show a continuance of the transfer from 
the less to the more definite form of return. The 41,545 deaths form 77 per cent. of the 
total deaths allocated to tuberculosis, the mortality amongst civilians amounting to 1,178 
per million living, or 8°2 per cent. of the death-rate from all causes. 
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Deaths of non-civilians numbered 798 (page 248) of which 513 were certified as 
due to pulmonary tuberculosis, 89 to phthisis not otherwise defined, 171 to acute 
phthisis, and 25 to acute miliary tuberculosis. 

Table XLV shows that whereas the standardized mortality of females was 916 in 
1916 as against 863 in 1911-1914, that of males increased from 1,191 to no less than 
1,635. This result, which has arisen from the causes referred to under tuberculosis, 
shows, when compared with the increases at separate age-periods, how misleading the 
standardized rate is under present circumstances. For the changes at the various ages 
are on the whole small, except at the ages of enlistment. As the increases at these ages 
are mainly factitious it}would be desirable to have a means of eliminating so much of them 
as is due merely to enlistment, but for the reason stated above standardization only 
increases its effect. 

For the female sex there is shown a considerable increase of mortality at ages 5-45 
as compared with the years 1911-1914, but after 45 the rates remain much as before. 
Any harmful effect of workshop labour would of course naturally be most apparent at 
ages 15-45, but the increase at 25-45 was quite as great in 1915, when little 
result from increased workshop employment of women could be looked for, as 
in 1916. It is conceivable that the increase in both sexes during school age may 
haye some connexion with the medical inspection of school children, which has directed 
a good deal of attention to the occurrence of phthisis at this age. 

Deaths from phthisis are usually most numerous in the first quarter of the year and 
least so in the third. In 1916 the mortality of the third quarter was, as usual, much 
the lowest, but the deaths of the second quarter were about equal to those of the first. 
The seasonal variation was as usual more marked in the male sex.

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30. Tuberculous Meningitis.—The sudden rise discussed in last year’s report in the 
mortality attributed to this cause, which had been steadily falling for many years, was 
largely maintained in 1916, when the mortality, though lower than in 1915, was otherwise 
the highest since 1911. The cause of this rise, accompanying as it does in 1916 an 
exceptionally favourable mortality experience of children at the ages chiefly concerned, 
both from all causes and from tuberculosis generally, is puzzling. It will be interesting 
to note whether it is maintained after the return of peace. 


31. Tuberculosis of the Peritoneum and Intestines.—There is no such increase to 
account for under this heading as from tuberculous meningitis, the deaths so classified 
amounting to 3,492, the smallest number recorded except 3,246 in 1912 and 3,457 in 
1914. The decline in mortality from this form of tubercle shown in Tables 9 and 10 is 
much more rapid than that from meningeal infection. 
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37. Syphilis.—The total deaths registered as due to this disease numbered 1946, 
those among civilians corresponding to a mortality of 55 per million living. These figures 
notoriously represeut a very small proportion of the mortality actually caused by the disease, 
which is believed by-those best qualified to judge to rank very high indeed in the order of 
destructiveness to life... It has indeed been recently stated by one of our leading authorities 
to rank “at the top, an easy first among the infections” as a cause of death, being more 
destructive.to life than tuberculosis, pneumonia, or cancer. Even if we add, as we are entitled 
to. do, the deaths certified as due to locomotor ataxy and géneral paralysis of the insane, as 
representing particular manifestations of syphilis, so obtaining a total of 4,832 deaths and 
a_mortality among civilians of 136_per million living, the understatement is still enormous. 
To obtain a correct total the niajority of deaths from aneurysm and a, varying but 
unascertained proportion of deaths irom many other causes, such as cerebral hemorrhage, 
paralysis, organic heart disease, cancer of the tongue, premature birth, &c. would have to be 
added, 7 | 


In arriving at such an.estimate of the frequency of fatal syphilis as that quoted 


above no doubt all deaths from.diseased conditions due to syphilis have been taken. ito 
account. To-do se, however, raises the very difficult question—what is the primary 


cause of death, the cause to which the death, should be allocated 2? This is at present 


understood by the Registrar-General, :as.is- pointed. out on. eyery form of. medical — 


certificate of cause of death now issued, to mean (in.the case of deaths from disease) 
‘the disease, present at the time of death,.which initiated the train of events leading 
thereto.” - Under such a definition syphilis is returnable as the cause of death only 
if the practitioner has reason to believe that.the disease has. maintained its existence till 
then. If the local lesion causing death had already outlasted the disease which gave rise 
to it, then, under the definition, the death should be ascribed to the local lesion. This 
must often be a very difficult point to'decide. It is a question regarding which opinion 
is in a particularly rapid ‘state of development at present as a consequence of the new 
knowledge of the pathology of the disease acquired during the last twelve years: The 
tendency ‘of ‘the new light being thrown on the subject is-more and more to prove 
continued activity of the tltsease-where formerly- it might have been considered that only 
the consequences of a former attack were in question. Still, knowledge is as yet very 
incomplete, and tae extent to which the presence of the later consequences of syphilis, 
everi in. such form as. to be fatal, proves the continued existence of the infection 
itsell, or in other words the presence in the body of living spirochaetes: still capable of 
mischief, has yet largely to be worked out. Till. this has been done, and till the 
knowledge has had time to spread throughout the profession, it is only natural that 
a practitioner, when faced-with the question whether syphilis should be mentioned as-a 
disease present at the time of death or not,‘should decide against such a course in 
doubtful cases.. v | 


Of course it may be urged that the present rule is too restricted and that practitioners 
should be asked to ascribe all deaths from diseases believed to be of syphilitic origin to 
the disease primarily responsible for them. The danger of encouraging the return of 
the. more remote causes of death is, however, obvious. The further inquiry is pushed 
back beyond what the medical attendant has. had an opportunity of verifying for himself 
the more uncertain its results become, and the attempt to trace out the more remote 
causation of the same classes of deaths would naturally be carried further in some 
cases than in others. Moreover the opportunity of doing so from personal observation 
would vary greatly in different cases. It was for these reasons that the limiting 
clause, ‘“‘present at the time of death” was inserted in the definition, but an 
exception to this had to be admitted in the case, of acute specific diseases. of. recent 
occurrence in. order to make the. definition conform with jrecognised practice. in 
certification, and if it ultimately proves to be advisable it would be possible to extend 
this exception so as to cover syphilis.. Probably, however, the fact that the spirochaete 
has. now. been found in all the lesions of syphilis will soon lead to,the view. that its 
presence, and with that the continued existence of the disease, may be assumed wherever 
such lesions are found. In that case no exception to the rule would be, required to 
provide for the attribution to syphilis of all deaths even remotely caused by it, except 
possibly where cured syphilis has.left-a permanent lesion behind it, such as an aneurysm. 
Medical. views on the subject are developing so rapidly at the present time, however, as 
to suggest the postponement of any change of the kind till the position is more clearly 
defined. — ee eae ae ha _ Th 

The reason for the understatement in the death returns, so far as cases are concérned 
where the disease is still demonstrably present, is two-fold. Many deaths recognised to 
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be due to syphilis are not returned as such from a natural reluctance on the part of 
medical practitioners to violate the confidence or offend the susceptibilities of their 
patients. It seems probable, however, that even it this cause of understatement were 
done away with by the introduction of a satisfactory system of confidential certification a 
very large proportion of deaths from syphilis, or in the causation of which syphilis still 
existent af the time of death had a considerable share, would still be put to other 
headines, from failare to suspect or inability to verify the underlying cause of the 
condition to which the death is ascribed. It is barely, forty years since the syphilitic 
origin of locomotor ataxy and general paralysis of the insane was first established, and 
the frequency of syphilitic heart disease has only attained full recognition of recent years. 
Moreover, the true nature of many of the latter and other cases has only been established 
by a costly and st pli It laboratory test ot recent introduction, though it may be hoped 
that the difficulties of applying such specific tests will be oreatly reduced. Professional 
knowledge being thus still unavoidably imperfect, complete returns cannot be looked for. 
And even if this difficulty did not exist it would still | be hard to decide, in certifying the deaths 
of many syphilitics, whether the syphilitic taint contributed in sach a degree to the 
causation of the death as to justify its assignment to this cause. Jor all these reasons the 
actual mortality caused by the disease must probably long remain to some extent a matter 
of speculation, but it is admittedly high. 

‘The deaths actually assigned to syphilis probably form a fairly definite fraction 
of the whole. In the presence of certain manifestations of the disease and of certain 
social circumstances a certificate of syphilis may be expected, and as the proportion of 
cases where these conditions are met with probably fluctuates little from year to year the 
mortality returned is not without significance as throwing light upon the probable move- 
ment and distribution of the unrecorded total-mortality. 

_ Two events have lent additional interest to the recent records—the Royal Commission 
on Venereal Diseases and the war. If the death-rates of the last 15 years are examined 
(Table 10) we find that they remained fairly steady at about 50 per million living down to 

1913. In that year there was a sudden rise to 57, and to 48 in 1914, which has not since 
been fully maintained. ‘There can belittle doubt that the rise in 1913 and 1914 is ascribable 
to the interest excited by the Commission which sat during 1913-1915. Table XLVIL 
shows that the mortality in these two years considerably exceeded that of the preceding 
two at most periods of life. Much of the decline in numbers in 1915 and 1916 is 
ascribable to the fall in the birth-rate, since about two-thirds of the total deaths recorded 
occur during the first year of life, and when allowance is made for this fall in Table XLVII 
by statement of infant deaths in proportion to births the infant mortality of 1913-1914. 
is practically. maintained. There has, however, been a fall at later ages. It is only. 

natural that some of the immediate effect pr oduced by the periodical reports of the 
Commission's proceedings should have passed off when ‘these ceased to appear. 

Particular interest attaches to the mortality of males aged 20-45 during the past two 
years. ‘The deaths recorded were 292 as against 349 in the preceding two years and 329 
in 1911 and 1912. The fall below the earlier figure may no doubt be ascribed to the 
foreign service of So many young men, but until the experiment was made it might well 
have been thought that war conditions would have increased the number of deaths returned 
even from the smaller population, Daring both years a considerable traction of the 
population concerned was serving in this country under conditions which shonld secure 
complete candour in certification. Deaths from heart disease or cerebral hemorrhage 
or any other malady of syphilitic origin could be returned as such by the military 
surgeons without hesitation, yet for all the troops and other non-civilians, British or 
Colonial, serving in this country or invalided home from foreign service, only 11 deaths 
from syphilis between twenty and forty-five were returned in 1915, and 26 in 1916 
(see page 248), or about 13 per cent. of the 292 male deaths from syphilis recorded at 
these ages during the two years for the total population. Outside these limits of age 
7 more deaths were returned, or 44 in all. In view of the number of deaths from 
aneurysm, cerebral hemorrhage, and general paralysis of the insane occurring amongst 
the same population the proportion 1s surprisingly small, and certainly does not suggest 
that complete freedom in certification would at present bring the number of deaths ‘from 
syphilis up to any high figure. Suppression of the facts exists as a result of the present 
_ system of certification —there is positive evidence of that—but if, as we are told, syphilis 
shouid occupy a foremost place numerically in our returns, the conspicuous failure of the 
present system to elicit the facts must be ascribed to their non-statement by practitioners 
even when absolutely free to report them. 

For instance, although it is generally admitted by those best qualified to judge that 
the great majority of deaths from cerebral hemorrhage under fifty years of age are due to 
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syphilis, there were 155 deaths of non-civilians under fifty returned during 1915 and 
1916 as due to cerebral hemorrhage or apoplexy, without mention of syphilis on the 
certificate, whereas the deaths from ‘syphilis under fifty amounted to 41. Aneurysm can 


furnish another test. It is generally agreed that most fatal aneurysms are of syphilitic 


origin, yet during the two years 107 deaths of non-civilians from aneurysm were reported 
without mention of syphilis. It is evident that no reform in the system of civil certifica- 
tion will enable us to get full returns of deaths from syphilis so long as these escape 
record to this extent under the conditions of nulitary service. 

It probably does not follow that because a military surgeon certifies the death of a 
young syphilitic man as due to cerebral hemorrhage he does not recognise that the 
disease originated in syphilis. The conditions have for so long prevented such a return 
in these cases that ‘cerebral hemorrhage” is probably regarded from habit as tracing 
the cause of death back as far as can be expected, notwithstanding the definition of 
primary cause given on every certificate form. Whatever appeals or suggestions are 
addressed to the practitioner, habit in such matters is so strongly rooted that in many 
cases it probably never occurs to him that ‘ cerebral hemorrhage” is not always in itself 
a perfectly adequate form of certification. If the gross defects in the national statistics of 


syphilitic mortality to which various leaders of the medical profession have recently — 


directed much attention are to be removed the reform must come from within the 
profession itself, and mainly in connexion with a general reform in medical certification. 
The leaders of the profession have the matter largely in their own hands, for if the pace 
of such reform is to be accelerated the profession generally must receive more guidance 
and training in regard to certification than it has done in the past. It is true that, as 
pointed out on page Ixxiv, the certification of the primary cause of death rather than its 
secondary consequence is becoming i increasingly prevalent. The instruction in certification 
now commonly given to medical students has probably contributed to this result, but the 
improvement as yet secured is so slight compared with the ground still to be covered 
if the great opportunities for collating medical experience on Y the large scale provided 
by the registration system are ever to be fully taken advantage of, that it may be hoped 
that the attention devoted to the matter by medical teachers will be increased as rapidly 
and as much as circumstances admit. 

Tables XLVI and XLVILI collate the returns of syphilis mortality as certified 
during the last 46 years. Those for the last six years distinguish the years 1913 and 
1914 to show the influence of theVenereal Diseases Commission and of the press campaign 
which preceded it, and 1915 and 1916 to show the effects of the war.

From this table it may be seen that either the incidence of the disease on persons of 
differing sex and age has changed remarkably during the period dealt with, or, what is 
much more likely, the practice in regard to certification has varied. The moderate 
decline in the proportion of the total mortality occurring under one year of age might be 
explained by the fall in the birth-rate were it not for a notable change in the distribution 
of this mortality within the first year of life. While the proportion of the total deaths 
occurring under three months of age has very slightly increased that at 3-12 months is 
now little more than half what it was thirty years ago. For the remainder of life the 
chief point of interest is the great increase in the proportion of deaths at ages over 45.

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Table XLVII further illustrates the remarkable changes in age incidence of 
mortality from syphilis as returned during the past 46 years. 
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Accompanying the heavy fall at 3-12 months, mortality at 1-5 years has also fallen 
to considerably more than the average extent for all ages. From 5 to 20 years the 
very low death-rate recorded has varied little, but in early adult life, 20-35, when the 
effect of acquired infection begins to manifest itself, the recorded mortality has fallen to 
little more than half of its former figure. From 45 onwards on the other hand a great 
rise in the figures is to be seen and at ages over 65 the rates have trebled. In fact, the 
changes that have occurred may be summarised in the statement that mortality during 
the first three months of life shows little alteration, that from three months to 45 years 
of age there isa great reduction in mortality, and that over 45 years there is a great 
increase. The reduction applies to the later stages of congenital and to the earlier stages 
of the acquired disease. This apparently somewhat anomalous development can be 
explained if we may assume that fatal congenital disease is more readily recognisable in 
its later, and acquired in its earlier, stages. It is during the first few weeks of life that 
deaths caused by syphilis are most liable to be certified as due to premature birth, 
marasmus and so forth. On the other hand it seems probable that the true nature of the 
later manifestations of the acquired disease is more liable to escape observation than that 
of the earlier. This has notoriously been the case where the nervous system is involved. 
Making these assumptions as to ease of recognition it follows that improvement in 
diagnosis and certification, which has certainly occurred, would tend to show greater 
relative mortality under three months and over 45 years of age, as does Table XLVI. 


A further deduction, if these premises be admitted, is that a ¢ 
mortality from the disease than indicated by the recorded death-rates has probably 
occurred. or if large numbers of deaths under three months and over 45 years of age 
really due to syphilis but formerly attributed to other causes are now correctly certified 
then the recorded fall in syphilis mortality must to that extent understate the facts. It 
may of course be suggested that increased reluctance to certify has prevented increase in 
the proportion of deaths correctly certified, notwithstanding improvement in diagnosis 
and consequent alteration in age distribution. In that case the argument for a decline in 
true mortality falls to the ground. But this hypothesis can neither be proved nor dis- 
proved by appeal to facts, and can hardly be used as an argument, since it is equally 
conceivable, in the. absence of knowledge on the point, that reluctance to certify has 
diminished. 

Another point of interest in ‘lable XLVII is the sudden increase in mortality over 
45 in 1911-1912. A gradual increase at these ages had characterised the earlier records 
but this is suddenly much accentuated. It is tempting to associate this feature with the 
increased knowledge of the specific nature of some of the later manifestations of the disease 
resulting from the discovery of the infective organism in 1905, and with the improved 
means of diagnosis resulting from this discovery, which woulu bear fruit just at the point 
of time indicated by the table. This feature supports the explanation suggested 
above of the increased mortality shown at ages over 45, for the improved means of 
diagnosis would establish the nature of the more obscure cases, while the fact that no such 
increase at this date is discernible under 45 supports the hypothesis that the deaths 
recorded at these ages are of a more obviously syphilitic origin, so that improved 
diagnosis has not added in the same way to their number. ; 

The variations at different ages in sex mortality and the changes which haye 
occurred in regard to it since 1870 are brought out in the lower section of Table XLVI. 
Except in regard to the later mortality from congenital syphilis, at ages 1-20 years, the 
male sex is recorded as suffering most, and this difference has been increasing throughout 
the period under survey. The diminished proportion of male to female deaths at 20-45 
during 1915-1916 hardly forms an exception to this statement, as it corresponds with a 
diminished male population. But as the naval and military cases would for the most 
part be invalided home before death the failure of this mortality to rise under military 
conditions of cértification is very remarkable. 

The increase in the proportion of deaths of males of adult age is hard to explain, 
but may be in some way connected with reluctance to certify the true cause of death. 
This however could scarcely apply to the somewhat less marked, but still considerable, 
increase in the proportion of deaths of male infants under three months of age. There 
is no corresponding increase in later infancy. The proportion of total deaths occurring 
at 0-3 months has been consistently higher for males than females throughout the period 
covered, whereas the reverge has been the case at 3-12 months from 1891-1900 onwards 

39-45. Cancer.—The deaths ascribed to cancer during 1916 number 40,630, 17,787 
of males and 22,843 of females. For both sexes these are the highest figures and imply 
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the highest crude mortalities yet recorded. There are, indeed, unfortunately very few 
ears When a similar statement cannot be made. . 

Of the 40,630 deaths 26,418 were referred to carcinoma, 2,089 to sarcoma, and 
12,123 to “cancer,” not otherwise defined. The carcinoma figures are also the highest, 
and provide the highest mortality rates yet recorded, and both “the deaths’ and mortality 
ascribed to “ cancer” show an increase over the records of the most recent preceding 
years ; but the deaths from sarcoma are fewer than in any year since 1910, the death- rate 
also being the lowest since that date (Tables 9 and 10). 

This decline in sarcoma mortality is probably associated with the increase in that 
from undefined “ cancer,” for the former had been increasing and the latter decreasing for 
many years up to the commencement of the war, since when the movement has been 
reversed. The most likely explanation may be found in the withdrawal trom civil 
practice of so many of the younger practitioners, who would probably distinguish 
sarcoma as such in their certificates somewhat more frequently than the older men upon 
whom the added burden of their work has now fallen. | 

The disturbance of continuity in the death-rates recorded for males and for persons 
in 1915 and 1916 by their necessary limitation to the civilian population is so great that 
comparison with previous years is best made for females. The crude male death-rates 
show a large increase owing to the exclusion from the population of a large number of 
men ip tant very few deaths from cancer. ‘The rate recorded for females is not 
influenced by these considerations, and is shown by Table XLVIII to have remained 
practically stationary during the past three years. The slight excess of the crude rate 
over that for 1914 is entirely removed by standardization, which allows for the inerease 
which is going on in the proportion of women of the ages most liable to cancer.

‘total deaths from: cancer of males aged 15-40, It is probable that these deaths -représent

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males includes 163 deaths, not distinguished in Table XLIX, in addition to those from 
disease of the breast, prostate and testes included in that table. Two of these were from 
cancer of the urethra and the remainder from cancer of the penis and scrotum. 

The object of the separate tabulation of institutional deaths in Tables XLIX, L, LI, 

and LITT, is to compare the the experience of institutions, where presumably the details of 
the cause of death have, as a rule, been confirmed by post mortem examination, with the 
certification of other deaths from cancer in the case of which such facilities are, as a rule, 
lacking. 
It cannot be assumed, however, that the institutional deaths are a fair sample of the 
whole. That they are subject to some selection by age is shown by the fact that the 
average age at death is lower in institutions that elsewhere. Moreover, it is very 
possible that there may be greater relative frequency of cancer of certain sites amongst 
that section of the population which chiefly furnishes the deaths reported from institutions. 
The tables, however, are of interest as showing, in institutional and private practice 
respectively, the chance of fatal cancer at any given age in either sex affecting any 
particular organ (Table LIT); and the chance of death from cancer of any organ 
occurring at any given age (Table LIIL). The principal features in these tables also 
recur with regularity from year to year. 


46. Other Tumours (situation undefined).—This title includes only tumours not 
ascertained to be malignant, and (excepting only tumours of the pituitary body, for 
which there is no appropriate local heading) of which the situation either cannot be 
ascertained or is of an ill-defined nature. Other benign tumours, 7.e., those returned as 
affecting the various organs, are classified in the International List under the organ 
concerned ; but in order to secure a comprehensive presentation of -all deaths attributed 
to tumours, ali those not returned as due to cancer are assembled in Table LIV from 
the various headings to which that list of causes of death allocates them. It will be 
convenient, therefore, to deal here not only with tumours of undefined situation (46) but 
with all other tumours not returned as malignant. 

The table includes 2,271 deaths, of which 1,004 were returned as due to tumours of 
non-malignant nature, and 1,267 as due to tumours the nature of which had not been 
ascertained. It will be seen that even if all the latter could be assumed to have been 
malignant the mortality from cancer would be increased by only a little over 3 per cent. 
Of these 1,267 cases of undetermined nature no less than 891 were cerebral tumours, 
respecting which in the majority of cases, even in,institutional practice, no further infor- 
mation can be furnished in response to inquiry as to their nature. 

The age-distribution of the deaths from tumour of unstated nature is sufficient in 
itself to show that a great many of them were non-malignant, for it does not at all 
resemble that of cancer mortality. A large proportion of the deaths, especially of those from 
cerebral tumour, occur before middle age, so it seems probable that these latter at least 
include a fair proportion of tuberculous cases, as more than half the deaths returned from 
tuberculous brain tumour occur at ages under 20 years (Annual Report for 1912, page 589). 
More than half the deaths from cerebral syphilis are at ages under 45 (Jb., page 608). 

While the mortality from tumours of doubtful nature does not differ greatly in the 
two sexes, growths of known non-malignant nature caused the deaths of nearly 
three times as many females as males. This is due to the comparatively large number of 
deaths from uterine and ovarian tumour in Table LIV, Apart from these two organs 
the male mortality considerably exceeds the female, as a result of the comparative 
frequency among males of fatal non-malignant tumours of the bladder and prostate. 


56. Alcoholism.—This heading in the International List of causes of death excludes 
organic disease attributed to alcoholism, therein differing from the “ alcoholism, 
delirium tremens” of the list in use prior to 1911. The effect of the change may be 
gathered from comparison of the number of deaths (356) from alcoholism in the new 
list on page 134 with that (1,054) of deaths referred to the saine heading in the old list 
in Table 9. 

Although exact comparison with previous years cannot be made owing to the 
restriction of the 1915 and 1916 death-rates in Table 10 to civilians, it may be inferred 
from this table that the decline in mortality from 53 deaths per million persons living 
in 1914 to 29 in 1916 is far too great to be dependent on this circumstance. Females are 
of course unaffected by the change, and their mortality is not quite half what it was two 
years earlier, when it was higher than in any year since 1908. The fall for males, from 
64 in 1914, also the highest rate recorded since 1908, to 40 in 1916, is not quite so great, 
but as about three-quarters of the deaths occur normally over military age it may be that 
restriction to civilians somewhat overstates the mortality.

[t is impossible to avoid associating this sudden drop in mortality with the restric- 
tion in the output of alcoholic liquors and.of public house hours brought about by the 
war, but it is advisable to bear in mind that many other changes have occurred since - 
1914 some of which might have a bearing upon the matter. For instance, so man 
medical men were serving with the forces during 1916 that many of the deaths of the 
year were certified by practitioners who were not the regular medical attendants of the 
deceased. It is hard to say what effect this would have upon the statement of an 
unpopular cause of death such as alcoholism, but it is at least conceivable that it might 
lead to a reduction in the number of deaths returned from ignorance of the alcoholic 
habits or histery of the deceased patients. On the other hand it might be argued that it 
is easier for a practitioner to be candid in such a matter about a person whose relatives 
are not his regular patients. Whatever the net result of this change may have been it 
can hardly have been sufficient to account for the great drop in mortality recorded, and 
the assumption that it largely at least represents a decline in aleoholism is supported by 
the remarkable changes in the returns of deaths of infants from suffocation in bed, 
discussed on pages xl-xliii.. Further evidence in favour of this view is provided by 
the Abstract of Statistics bearing on Alcoholism published by the Central Control Board 
(Liquor Traffic). The weekly convictions for drunkenness in 1917 up to the time of its 
publication in August were about 27 per cent. of the weekly numbers in 1913-14. In 
Greater London the proportion was 29 per cent. and similar falls occurred in other large 
towns, The reduction in beer and spirits consumed was, however, slight in comparison

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with these figures, and it may be that the falling off in convictions has been tc some 
extent due to the strain which the war has put upon the police, as well as to 
diminution of drunkenness. 5 


In order that the change in classification ‘referred to above might not lessen the } 


information afforded with regard to mortality from over indulgence in alcohol, all the 
death certificates in which any mention of alcohol appears have been assembled in 
Table LV. 

It will be seen that these deaths make up a total of 1,200, or only 146 in excess of 
the 1,054 referable to the old heading, the difference being accounted for mainly by 
causes of death formerly selected in preference to alcoholism when recorded in conjunction 
with it. 

The contents of Table LV are on the whole very much what might have been 
expected from the general medical experience of the connexion of intemperance with 


disease, cirrhosis of the liver, lobar pneumonia in males, and neuritis in females being the 


diseases most frequently associated with alcoholism on death certificates. 

The decline in mortality from the standard of 1911-1914 taken as representing the 
latest pre-war experience, is analysed by sex and by form of disease in Table LVI. 
The decline is greatest for females even though the form of the table makes no allowance 
for the decrease of the male population in 1915 and 1916, to which, therefore, some share 
of the reduction in male mortality shown is attributable. The alarm created at the 
commencement of the war by accounts of the increased drinking habits of women may be 
relieved by the fact that since that time the deaths of women attributed in any degree to 
alcoholism have been reduced by one-half. The same ratio applies to deaths attributed 
primarily and directly to alcohol. 

The constancy with which large reductions in 1916 are shown for most of the 
principal forms of alcoholie disease is a prominent feature of Table LVI., and the few 
exceptions can for the most part be readily explained. Fatal influenza was much more 
prevalent in 1916 than in 1911-1914. The extremely rapid growth in vogue of arterio- 
sclerosis in death certification, discussed on pages Ixxi-Ixxv, explains the absence 
of decline under that heading. The bronchitis figure may be to some extent accounted for 
by the increased mortality of the aged from this cause during the war, for deaths over 65 
are unusually numerous. | 

Cirrhosis of the liver shows a decline which though considerable is much below the 
average for other forms of alcoholic disease. No doubt the decline in mortality from this 
disease should be slower than that in its causation, as a fatal case generally represents the 
effect of intemperance prolonged for a number of years. But this applies also to other 
forms of alcoholism in the table which show a much more rapid decline ; and indeed the 
very suddeness of the drop in alcoholic mortality generally suggests the need for caution 

‘in attributing it solely to diminished consumption of alcohol. Where an organic disease 
represents the cumulative effect of years of intemperance one would not expect a drop in 


consumption to be accompanied by such a sudden decline in mortality ; unless indeed even . 


in these cases the effect of involuntary temperance is to postpone the evil day when the 
abused organ fails in the struggle to continue its function. 


Poliomyelitis.— Deaths from poliomyelitis and polioencephalitis are included under 
title 63, ‘‘ other diseases of the spinal cord.” So much interest, however, attaches to this 
disease at the present time that it seems desirable to state its mortality separately. 

Including the encephalic form the total number of deaths registered was 200, of 
which ten (five of males and five of females) were, under the rules for classification, 


allocated to some other cause of death mentioned on the.-certificate. The sex- and age- — 


distribution was as follows :— 
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* One death certified as Infantile paralysis, 58 years. 


The proportion of ‘deaths occurring under five years of age was 49 per cent., and 
under 20 years 86 per cent. 

The number of cases notified was 704, so that the fatality experienced was 284 deaths 
per 100 cases notified.

61a. Cerebro-spinal Fever.—The deaths allocated to>this cause number 1,214, as 
against 1,974 in 1915, the highest numbers previously recorded having been 194 in 1914 and 
163 in 1913. The epidemic outbreak of 1915, which had subsided in the third and fourth 
quarters of that year, revived again in the first two quarters of 1916 and again declined 
in the latter half of the year. Sixty-eight per cent. of the total deaths of the year were 
returned for the first half of 1916 as against 78 per cent. in 1913. 

In other respects the distribution of the deaths was very similar to that described in 
last year’s report. London and the South of England generally again suffered far more 
than the rest of the country, as shown in the following table of civil deaths per million 
civil population.

The mortality was more concentrated on the great towns than in 1915, when it was 
much the same in all classes of area outside London. 

The deaths of non-civilians, 449 in number, were fewer by 26 per cent. than those of 
the previous year, whereas.the decline for the civilian population was 44 per cent. The 
former figure however is largely meaningless in the absence of a return of the military 
population at risk, and it is possible that the mortality of this population may have been 
as high or higher than in 1915. 

Notification of this as of other notifiable diseases became obligatory for the military 
population only in May. Some voluntary notifications had been received previous to this 
date, bringing up the naval and military total for the year to 778. As, however, 
notification was not compulsory during the season of greatest prevalence the ratio of this 
number to the 449 non-civilian deaths is of little significance. or the civilian population 
the recorded case mortality rate amounted to 59 per cent. as against 53 in the previous 
year. It was lowest in London, at 52 per cent., as was perhaps to be expected in view of 
the fact that London practitioners have been officially instructed to notify cases: of 
posterior basal meningitis, while no similar instruction has been issued elsewhere. If in 
view of this fact deaths from posterior basal meningitis are included in calculating the 
ease rate for London, it comes to 58 per cent., or nearly as high as elsewhere. The 
rate in the county boroughs was 61 per cent., in the smaller towns 63, and in the rural 
districts 60. These figures may have very little bearing upon the real fatality of the 
disease, as many slight cases are doubtless overlooked, and notified cases are not always 
confirmed on verification, but they do form some measure of the prospects of -recovery of 
cases sufficiently typical to be recognised. 
| The notification figures bring out very clearly the degree to which the disease 

specially affected the metropolitan area, for of 489 notifications received from the whole of 
England and Wales, outside the County of London and the county boroughs, 200 came 
from Essex, Kent, Middlesex and Surrey. Together with 428 notifications from the County 
of London and 32 from the County Boroughs of Croydon, West Ham and Hast Ham 
these make up 660 civil notifications from the London area out of 1306 for the whole 


country. 


8is. Arterio-sclerosis—No heading in the list of causes of death illustrates better 
than this the influence of vogue in certification. The title was only given a place in 
our tables for the first time in 1911, as a sub-division of No. 81 of the International List, 
which does not even now distinguish this from other diseases of the arteries, yet the deaths so 
returned have grown continuously from 3;675 in 1911 to 8,012 in 1916. [tis impossible 
to suppose that the disease can have shown any corresponding increase of fatality during 
so short a period as six years, or to avoid associating the growth in the returns with the 
attention directed to the condition of late years in medical literature. In fact the 
coincidence in time of the two phenomena is most striking. If the deaths of 1911 are 
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taken at 1,000, then those of the five succeeding years are respectively 1,388, 1,769, 
2,010, 2,174 and 2,180. The chief growth therefore occurred in the period 1911-1914, 
the number of deaths doubling during these three years. 

Now it was in 1912 that the report of the Medical Officer to the Local Government 
Board directed special attention to thé subject of arterial disease and included the first of 
a series of important reports upon the subject by Dr. F. W. Andrewes. The matter 
attracted considerable attention in the public press at the time, and the interest of the 
profession in the subject, already considerable and increasing, was no doubt further 
stimulated. It is not suggested that the suddenly increased use of the term in certifica- 
tion was due to these reports, though even this is probably true to some extent, but 
rather that their publication may be taken as evidence of the increase of professional 
interest in the subject at this time, and as fixing the date of a stimulation of opinion as 
to the importance of. the condition, which may have been partly cause as well as partly 
result of the official reports. 

Another cause which may have contributed to the same result was the issue by the 
Registrar-General in 1912 of suggestions to medical practitioners in regard to certification 
pointing out amongst other matters the inadequacy of “old age” as a form of death 
certification in cases where the disease causing death could be stated. These suggestions 
are appended to each book of certificate forms, and that they have had some effect in this 
matter may be inferred from the following figures, which state the male deaths from * old 
age” per 1,000 total deaths at ages over 75 in each of the last ten years:— 








Coincidently with the issue of the “ suggestions ” a very appreciable decrease is seen 
in the proportion, previously stationary, of deaths from old age. It is probable that 
in many cases the change was brought about by mention of that disease of old age 
which at the time was attracting so much attention. This surmise is supported by the 
fact that the growth from 1911 to 1916 in mortality attributed to arterio-sclerosis is 
greatest in old age, increasing with each quinquennium of age from 55-60 onwards 
(Table LIX). 

The deaths attributed to this cause are indeed very predominantly those of old 
people. Only about three per cent. occur under 50 years of age, and 40 per cent. 
under 70, as shown by the following table, which displays the age distribution of 
ae 38,666 deaths (23,155 of males and 15,51] of females) during the six years 
1911-1916. “

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The restriction to old age applies a good deal more to females than to males, 67°6 


per cent. of all the deaths of females occurring after 70 years of age as against 55°5 in the 


male sex. This, however, is only what is to be expected in view of the fact that the 
proportion of women living at these ages is so much greater than that of men. For this | 
reason, it is advisable in making further comparison between the sexes to deal with their 
mortalities at different ages, as in the following table.

From this table it appears that the excess of male mortality is greatest at from 55 to 
70 years, and thereafter progressively diminishes to comparatively moderate dimensions 
in extreme old age. The table also shows that at nearly all ages this excess has been 
declining, according to the records of the six years, as a consequence of the greater 
increase in mortality recorded for females, especially at the earlier ages where the original 
male excess was greatest. The general tendency to accentuation of the increase in both 
sexes as age advances hus been already referred to. 
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Although the records of the last six years only are available for tracing the mortality, 


ascribed to arterio-sclerosis, a very fair indication of the trend of certification in earlier 
years may be found in the figures recorded for the heading “other diseases of blood- 
vessels ” in Tables 9 and 10. This heading includes the arterio-sclerosis of the present 
list and also “ cerebral atheroma,” 64D, which equally implies arterial degeneration as the 
primary cause of death. “These two headings made up over 97 per cent. of the old 
‘ other diseases of blood-vessels ” in 1911 and almost 92 per cent. in 1916, so a very fair 
guide to the mortality attributed to arterial degeneration is. thus afforded. ‘Table 10 
shows that the mor tality ascribed to the heading has grown from 40 per million persons 
living in 1902 and 39 in 1903 to 244 in 1916, and that the growth has been most rapid 
from 1911 onwards. Its history can be traced back only to 1901, when the mortality 
was 38 per million. Probably in earlier years there were few deaths so certified, as it 
was not thought warth while to distinguish them. 

The change in certification which substitutes mention of arterial disease for that of 
its more immediately fatal consequence, or at least supplements the latter by the former, 
is only a later development of a process which can be watched in an earlier stage within 
the narrow limits of the present century. Till 1901 nearly all deaths from lesions of the 
cerebral arteries were grouped together under the heading “‘apoplexy.” No doubt the vast 
majority were so certified, for in 1901 when the heading was first sub-divided into 
‘cerebral hemorrhage, cerebral embolism” and “ apoplexy, hemiplegia,’ 55 per cent. of 
the deaths so dealt with fell to the latter heading. In 1916 this proportion has fallen to 
25 per cent. Twenty years ago accordingly it was customary in such cases to certify the 
condition, apoplexy or paralysis, resulting from the cerebral. hemorrhage; then the 
matter was traced one step further back to “the vascular lesion ; and now, as will be seen 
shortly, another change is in progress by which the cause of the cerebral hemorrhage is 
recorded, and the death is therefore allocated to arterio-sclerosis. A further stage of the 
same process may possibly be even now transferring some of these deaths to Bright’s 
disease, in so far as this is regarded as causing arterio- sclerosis ; while still a further stage 
would transfer them to the toxin (lead, gout, etc.) underlying the renal or arterial disease. 
Such developments are bound to occur as knowledge increases, but the rapidity of the 
change in this instance shows how difficult it is to compare the frequency of any but the 
most distinctive causes of death at even short intervals of time. The growth in the 
number of deaths attributed to arterio-sclerosis of course implies a corresponding 
diminution in numbers listed to other causes, and a wholly artificial decline in mortality 
from certain causes dependent on arterial disease must result. It is of importance, 
therefore, to ascertain as far as possible to what causes these deaths would have been 
allocated in the absence of mention of arterio-sclerosis, and how the numbers sv lost to 
various other headings compare with the numbers still allocated to them. 


The material for such an investigation would have been supplied by the tabulation 
of the secondary causes of deaths occurring in 1914 and allocated to cause 818 but for the 
interruption by the war of the programme of such tabulation initiated in 1911. As, 
however, the necessary steps for resuming this work with the return of peace have been 
taken it has been possible to examine the full certification of the 1914 deaths, and for 
this purpose the 550 deaths of London males in that year have been selected as a 
sufficient sample. | Of these certificates 218 mentioned only the arterial disease as cause 
of death, 12 of which mentioned that the coronary arteries were involved. Inference as 
to alternate certification can therefore only be drawn in the case of the remaining three- 
fifths of the total in which another cause was mentioned. 

The headings to which, in the absence of mention of arterio-sclerosis, these deaths 
would have been allocated, and the numbers which would have gone to each, are as 
follows, the figures in brackets showing’, in each case, the number of deaths actually so 
tabulated in the Report for 1914 :—

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It will be seen that cerebral haemorrhage apparently loses more deaths than any other 
one cause from the increasing popularity of arterio-sclerosis as a form of certificate. The 
substitution of primary for secondary cause is not in this instance wholly advantageous, 
since cerebral hemorrhage may almost be said to imply arterial disease, so that statement 
of the secondary cause of death is in this as in some other cases (¢.y., tabes dorsalis and 
general paralysis of the insane) more informative than statement of the primary. There 
is much to be said indeed for deliberate tabulation under the secondary cause in such 
cases. 

The figures relating to angina pectoris and to gangrene are of special interest, as 
they also arise from arterial disease and the proportion of their total mortality concealed 
by the allocation of the deaths to their primary cause is much higher than with cerebral 
hemorrhage. The concealment in this way of almost one-fifth of the deaths from angina 
pectoris would be of serious concern to a student of the history of that disease, especially 
as it is probably such a recent development. Consideration of these difficulties points to 
the insufficiency of tabulation of deaths by single causes and the importance of the more 
elaborate scheine of tabulation at present unfortunately suspended. 


91 and 92. Pneumonia.—The total deaths assigned to pneumonia in its various 
forms numbered 87,916,—21,805 of males and 16,111 of females. These numbers, 
which include 1,070 deaths of non-civilians, represent a return from the high 
mortality of 1915 to the lower level figures experienced during the four or five 
preceding years. The rate for persons of both sexes fell from 1,359 deaths per million 
population in 1915 to 1,070 in 1916 (Table 10). The lowest rate in this table is 
1,026 in 1912, but this applied to the whole population, whereas the 1915 and 1916 
rates are for the civilian population only. As the figure for females, on which under 
present circumstances reliance as an index to comparative mortality must chiefly be 
placed, is lower at 830 per million living than in any previvus year since 1884, it 
may be taken that the experience of the year was very favourable. ‘The death-rate of 
females from broncho-pneumonia, 406 per million, is the lowest recorded since the various 
forms of the disease were first distinguished in 1901, but slightly lower rates were reached 
for lobar and undefined pneumonia (No. 92) in 1912 and 1913. 

The distribution of this mortality throughout the country is shown in the following 
table, the crude rates of which may be accepted as fairly indicative of pneumonia 
mortality, seeing that standardization affects pneumonia death-rates but slightly :—

Outside London, where it was fairly high, mortality decreased from North to South 
in all classes of area, the position,of Wales being intermediate between those of the North 
and Midlands. The table also shows a steady and considerable decrease in mortality 
with decreasing urbanization. Both these features are repeated with such regularity 
from year to year that they may be accepted as defining the normal type of distribution 
of mortality from pneumonia in this country. 

134-141. The Puerperal State-—The number of deaths assigned to pregnancy or 
childbirth was 3,239 (Table LXI), corresponding to a rate of 4°12 per 1,000 births. 
{t will be seen from Table 9 that this number is 201 in excess of that assignable to these 
causes of death under the classification in use up to 1910 (see Manual of Causes of Death, 
pages xxvi. and xxx.). Deducting these 201 deaths, which are those allocated to 
puerperal nephritis and albuminuria, formerly not distinguished as puerperal, the 
mortality amounted to 3°57 per 1,000 births, as against an average rate of 3°77 in the 
ten years immediately preceding and 3°94 in 1915. Inclusion of the 739 deaths in 
Table LXII raises the proportion to 5°06 deaths stated to have been caused by or 
associated with pregnancy and childbirth for every 1,000 births. 

The mortality amongst women aged 15-45 years from all the causes included in 
Tables LXI and LXIIL was 413 per million living, against 482 per million in 1914, 
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and 453 in 1915, the considerable fall in this rate being due chiefly to the diminished 


number of births. 


Table LXI gives particulars of the deaths assigned to the puerperal state, and in 
‘other accidents of pregnancy,” “ other accidents of childbirth, zu

Anesthetics.—Deaths during or connected with the administration of an anesthetic 
have all, from 1911 onwards, heen classified to the condition for which the anesthetic was 
adininistered: In order, how ever. to continue the information previously afforded as to 
such cases a secondary tabulation is now made of all deaths on the certificates relating 
to which any mention is made of the administration cf an anesthetic. These are 
ciassified in Table L XIII according to sex and age and to the nature of anesthetic, while 
the list appended to the table shows for each sex the condition for which the anesthetic 
was administered and the age of the patient, but not the kind of anesthetic. Causes of 
death in this list are numbered in International List order. The bracketed figures 
following them denote the exact ages of the deceased, ages of males being printed 
thus (3), and of females thus (3).

The total number of deaths in Table LXATIL, 306, is the highest for any of the six 
years 1911-1916 for which comparable figures are available, but as the total for 1915, 
261, is the lowest it will be seen that the numbers returned vary but little. As 25 of the 
deaths classed to violence were those of males of military age (18-41) as against a maximum 
of 9 in any of the years before the war it may be taken that, apart from operations in 
military hospitals resulting from wounds, deaths under mhonsthietibs have not been more 
frequently returned in 1916 than the average of other recent years. The nature of 
the anesthetic was stated in only 65 per cent. of the cases. In 56 per cent. of those 
in which it was stated, chloroform is recorded as the only anesthetic administered, 
and in 26 per cent., as administered in combination with some other agent, so that in 
only 18 per cent. of these cases was chloroform not used. These proportions remain 
much the same from year to year, but that for chloroform alone is the lowest, while 
that for chloroform in combination is the highest, for any of the six years. 

Operations for tubercle, cancer, the removal of tonsils and adenoids, extraction of 
teeth, piles, empyema, appendicitis, hernia, intestinal obstruction, and various forms of 
injury, have involved the greatest mortality under or related to anesthetics. In some 
cases this is evidently due to the frequency with which the operation is performed and 
in others to its gravity or the severity of the condition requiring it.

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84a. Status Lymphaticus.—In addition to the 198 deaths primarily classified to 
status lymphaticus (page 140) its presence was noted in the case of 31 deaths under 
aneesthetics, which were referred to the condition leading to the administration of the 
anesthetic.

In 8 of the cases the nature of the anesthetic was not stated; in 18 of the 
remainder it was chloroform only, in 2 chloroform and ether, in 1 A.C.E. mixture, 
in 1 ether, and in 1 stovaine. The operations during which these deaths occurred 
seem for the most part not to have been of a dangerous nature. 


155-163. Suicide.—The remarkable fall in the mortality of males from suicide 
from a very constant pre-war level, noted in 1915, has been almost, but not quite, 
maintained in 1916, and the proportion of female suicides also now shows substantial 
decrease. Suicides of males of 25-45 are seen from Table LXIV to have increased 
to some extent upon the 1915 figures, and in view of the diminished numbers of 
young men in the country, the suicide rates at these ages must have increased in 
larger proportion than the deaths.

For the whole group of males aged 15-45 the mortality, which had fallen from 
145 per million in 1914 to 102 in 1915, rose again to 117. On the other hand the 
table indicates a slight further fall at ages over 45 taken as a whole. 
The only age at which male suicides do not greatly outnumber female is 15-20, 
where the reverse obtains. Normally the mortality at this age is about equal in 
the two sexes, the greater general tendency of the male to suicide being offset doubtless 
by the liability of the female to special emotional stress in this case. The excess of 
female deaths in 1916 is to be accounted for by the diminution of the male population. 
At this age the female suicide rate maintains about its usual level, but at ages 20-55 
there is a marked reduction on the 1901-1910 standard. It is most noteworthy that 
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this change should have accompanied such a period of stress as the womanhood of 
the country has passed through in 1916, and it certainly does not suggest that their 
moral has been in any way injured by their wide-spread employment upon work 
hitherto thought suitable only for men. For women beyond the working age, on the 
other hand, the suicide rate has not been reduced. In the male sex the greatest 
reduction of all has occurred at the ages 45-65, but there is some reduction also at 
higher ages. 

The experience of both sexes seems to point to employment as an effective preventive 
of suicide, for except, for possible increase of household duties in the absence of younger 
members of the family women over 55 have probably had little additional work thrown 
upon them, whereas there has been increased employment of men eyen at the highest 
ages. Moreover the fact that the reduction set in first and has been carried furthest 
in the male sex harmonises with this hypothesis, for increase of employment arose 
earlier for men than for women, and the demand for male labour has remained in excess 
of that for female. 

Increased employment would presumably operate in at least two ways. In the first 
place it provides an interest in life calculated to divert the mind from personal worries, in 
which respect interest in the war itself may also have an effect. And in the second place 
the opportunity of useful work at a living wage must suggest an alternative to suicide in ~ 
many cases where loss of capital or of employment would otherwise lead to despair. The 
decrease in alcoholism, to the evidence of which attention has already been directed, 
may also have contributed to the. general reduction in suicides, but would not explain 
the changes in age and sex distribution. 


Although the comparison of rates in Table LXIV has had to be restricted to the civilian 
population, the 338 deaths of non-civilians registered in this country are included in 
the portion of the table dealing with numbers, in order to minimize the difficulty of 
comparison at military ages. The number of non-civilian deaths appears to be high, but 
in the absence of a statement of the average strength of the naval and military forces in 
this country during the year it is impossible to measure the mortality. At ages 15-45, 
however, the military deaths, 313 in number, form almost exactly one-third of the total 
suicides of males at these ages, whereas from all causes other than wounds received in 
battle the proportion is only one-seventh. 


The frequency of suicide amongst the non-civilian population increases regularly 
with age as it does amongst civilians, for the table on page 248 records an increase in the 
deaths at each quinquennial age-group from 20 to 40, although the number of men 
serving must progressively diminish. As the men concerned were all subject to military 
conditions, which would be similar for all ages, the progressive increase in mortality 
would seem to be due to increasing innate tendency to suicide as age advances rather than 
to increasing difficulty of circumstances, to which it might, in the light of purely civilian 
experience, be attributed. 


Cases of attempted suicide coming to the knowledge of the police have declined to 
an even greater extent than deaths from suicide. The returns collected by the Home 
Office show that in 1914 there were 1,366 such attempts by males and 1,049 by females 
and that in 1915 these numbers fell to 792 and 816 and in 1916 to 509 and 436, reductions 
of 42 per cent. for males and 22 per cent. for females in 1915, and of 63 and 58 in 1916. 


189. Ill-defined Causes of Death.—This heading in the International List of Causes 
of Death, to which 2,487 deaths were allocated, excludes the ill-defined diseases of 
infancy and old age, which furnish the great majority of the deaths so classified in the 
Tables—Nos. 9 and 10—comparing mortality from year to year according to the list of 
causes in use before 1911. In this more comprehensive sense the deaths from ill-defined 
causes in 1916 numbered 40,481, of which 30,705 were ascribed to “old age.” Although 
this number, the most important item in the total, has maintained an, almost constant 
level during the 15 years covered by these tables (for its ratio to the total deaths of old 
persons, see page Ixxii) the grand total of ill-defined deaths has fallen from 51,449 in 
1904 and 50,529 in 1906 to its present level of 40,481, a fall of 20 per cent. in 
10 years.. The fall has occurred chietly under the heading “ atrophy, debility,’ deaths 
attributed to which have declined steadily from 17,708 in 1902 to 8,659 (of which 8,091 
occurred at ages under one year) in 1916. 

Inquiries sent to medical practitioners and coroners requesting further information as 
to indefinitely certified deaths have been considerably reduced in number owing to the 
war. ‘They amounted to 6,255, and to these, notwithstanding the special difficulties created 
by the war, no less than 45,451 replies were received, with results to classification the most 
important of which are set out in Table LXV.

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BIRTHS AND DEATHS AT SEA. 


Marine Register Book.—In accordance with the Births and Deaths Registration 


Act of 1874 and the Merchant Shipping Act of 1894, Commanding Officers of ships . 


trading to or from British ports are required, under penalty, to transmit returns of all 
births and deaths occurring on board their ships to the Registrar-General of Shipping 
and Seamen, who furnishes certified copies of such returns to the Registrars-General of 
Births and Deaths-for England, Scotland, and Ireland. Similar returns are furnished to 
the Registrars-General of Births and Deaths by officers in charge of His Majesty’s ships. 
These returns of births and deaths at sea constitute the “Marine Register Book.” 
During the year 1916, this register was increased by the addition of 88 entries of birth 
and 4,870 entries of death. 


Procress OF REGISTRATION. 


The names in the alphabetical indexes of births, deaths, and marriages recorded in 
the national registers of England and Wales were increased during the year 1916 by 
1,853,429, this addition raising the total of names in the indexes, which at the end of 
1916 embraced a period of 794. years, to 132,394,170. (Table 16.) 


The following statements as -to the number of prosecutions for offences against the 
Registration Acts and of searches in the registers have been prepared by the Secretary:— 


OFFENCES AGAINST THE REGISTRATION ACTS. 


In 1916, 27 persons, on prosecution by order of. the Registrar-General, were 
convicted of different offences against the Registration Acts. The offences for which

In addition to the above prosecutions atsabeal a the HepictGanemn proceeding's

(2) falsifying a birth certificate ; 
(3) registering illegitimate children as legitimate ; and 
(4) making false declaration for marriage ; and 
(2) by Chief Constables for offences including bigamy and making false 
declarations, and signing false notices for marriage. 


SEARCHES AND CERTIFICATES. 


Besides the certified copies of the registered births, deaths, and marriages kept in 
England and Wales pursuant to the Registration Acts, a large number of other registers 
and records are deposited-in this Office under statute or other arrangement. A list of 
these various registers and records will be found on pages xxix—xxxii of the Annual 
Keport for 1895. Searches may be made in any of these registers, and certificates 
obtained on payment of the prescribed fees. 


Table LX XII affords an indication of the extent to which the copies of the records. 
kept in this Office have been utilised by the public for legal evidence of births, deaths, 
and marriages since 1866. It will be observed that the number of searches, &c. in 1916 
is much above the highest level previously attained. The growth is enormously increased 
if gratuitous searches are included.

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METEOROLOGY OF THE YEAR 1916.

REMARKS on the Conspicuous OCCURRENCES in the BritisH Istes in 1916. 


(Prepared in the Meteorological Office under the direction of 
Sir Navier Suaw, LL.D., Sc.D., F.R.S., Director.) 


A Dutt anp Wer YEAR. 


The following are the outstanding features of the meteorology of the year 1916 :— 


Gales.—The most stormy months were January, February, October, and November. - 


On the very first day of the year a violent Southerly to South-Westerly gale attended the 
movement North-Hastward of a deep depression centred on the Atlantic. At Weaver 
Point (Cork Harbour) the velocity of the gusts attained 39 m/s, at Southport 38 m/s ; 
and force 10 was reported at several stations. Many large trees were uprooted and much 
structural damage was wrought. Gales continued on various parts of the coast for several days, 
but were not of exceptional violence. On the 13th, however, a very severe North- 
Westerly gale was experienced over the north of these islands and the whole of the North 
Sea region. At Dyce and Aberdeen the maximum gust velocity was 34 m/s. The next 
gale of a general character occurred on the 19th and 20th, its direction being South and 
South-West. 

The first general gale during a stormy February was due to a depression with its 
centre far to the westward of Ireland on the 3rd. Gales from the Southward raged 
extensively, the force being strongest on our southern and south-eastern coasts. Another 
general gale occurred on the 6th, and between the 7th and 17th gales, sometimes from the 
North-West and North, were experienced locally on various sections of the coast. On the 
16th the gust velocity reached 36 m/s at Southport and 39 m/s at Holyhead. A change 
to a North-EKasterly type occurred after the 21st, and gales from that quarter blew on 
various parts of the English coast on the 23rd and 24th. 

During most of March the wind was persistenly between East and North-East and 
of little force, but a deep depression to the northward of Scotland on the 25th and 26th 
brought it into South-West, veering to West or North-West, and gales were felt over a 
large area. This was followed on the 27th and 28th by a secondary depression which 
travelled eastward over southern England and at the same time developed great intensity. 
A violent gale, mainly from between Hast and North, accompanied by either heavy rain 
and sleet or blinding snow, raged over ail the more southern parts of England and the 
Channel. The gale began late on the 27th, and after a brief lull, recommenced with 
increased violence towards the evening of the 28th. Force 9 or 10 was reported over an 
extensive area, and the gusts attained 31 m/s at Spurn Head, 32 m/s at Richmond, 
Surrey, 34 m/s at Gorleston, and 38 m/s at Dover. The gusts at Richmond were the 
highest recorded since the records started in 1895. Aided by the weight of the clinging 
snow the gale did an enormous amount of damage; 95 trees were uprooted in Kensington 
Gardens, London ; telegraph poles were blown down and railways blocked over a very 
extensive region, and in Guernsey nearly 100 greenhouses were wrecked. April brought 
no sustained gale, although gale force was reached on various parts of the coast some time 
during the month, and the succeeding months of spring and summer were quiet. It was 
not until after the middle of September that any gale of importance was experienced. 

With October came a succession of Atlantic depressions, and gales from between 
South and West were common. Many of them during the earlier half of the month 
affected the most western and northern coasts only, and the first general gale occurred on 
the 14th, At Wick and Lerwick there was a “‘ whole gale,” force 10, and at Blacksod 
Point a “ storm,” force 11 ; the highest gust velocity recorded was 36 m/s at Edinburgh. 
From the 21st onward the depressions increased in intensity. Gales from between South- 

Jast and South-West or West became general, and were occasionally very severe. Gusts 
of unusual fury were experienced in the west and south-west, the most striking being 
35 m/s at Quilty, on the/coast of Clare, on the 25th, 41 m/s (the highest gust velocity of 
the year) at Pendennis Castle on the 28th, and 36 m/s at Southport and Holyhead on 
the 30th. November prolonged the stormy period. On the 3rd a depression off the Irish 
coast: caused a general South to South-West gale; gusts of 35 m/s were attained at 
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Weaver Point and Pendennis Castle (Falmouth), and much damage was done along the 
beach at Bournemouth. This depression was followed immediately by another coming 
over these islands from the Bay of Biscay, and a very general gale prevailed during the 
4th and 5th, giving a gust velocity of 35 m/s at Dover and 36 m/s at Plymouth. The 
arrival of a secondary depression on the 7th caused a renewal of the gale in several parts 
of England; at Dungeness force 10 was reported. Aiter a week of quietude a deep 
depression that subsequently travelled in an irregular track, caused a South-Hasterly gale 
over a large portion of the Kingdom. The gale continued through the 17th, 18th and 
19th, mainly from South-East and East, and did not entirely subside on our most 
northern coasts until the 26th. Force 10 was reported at Lerwick and Dungeness, and 
force 9 at a number of stations. A considerable amount of structural damage and 
shipping loss was caused, especially along the east and south-east coast of Ireland on 
the 17th. 

In spite of its numerous depressions December brought no general gale, and few on 
any part of the coast. The chief occurrences were on the 21st and 23rd, when isolated 
stations reported 8 or 9 from South or South-West, and Dover and Dungeness force 10. 


Rainfall™.—As in 1914 and 1915 the total fall over the Kingdom generally exceeded 
the normal. The only months with less rain than usual over the country as a whole 
were January, July, August and September. March was dry in most western and wet 
in the eastern districts. In England the dryest months were January, April, July and 
September, and the wettest February and October. The total fall for the whole year was 
less than the normal at some individual stations in England North-West and elsewhere, 
but the only district showing a deficit was Scotland West, the percentage of the normal 
being 98.. The highest district percentage in the Kingdom was in Scotland E., 135, 
while the next highest was 125 in England South-East. 

Heavy rains were few in January, but tremendous downpours occurred in Scotland 
on the 24th and 25th, and a resulting landslip stopped railway communication between 
Fort William and Fort Augustus for several days. The heavy totals of February and 
March were due mainly to steady rain. On February 3rd, however, the south-western 
districts experienced large quantities of rain, 46 mm. at Redruth anda Ashburton, 54 mm. 
- at Falmouth, and 70 mm. at: Princetown, and on the 5th as much as 88 mm. fell at 
Pen-y-Gwryd (Snowdonia). Another heavy fall of rain, sleet, or snow occurred in the 
south-west with the severe storm of March 27th. At Greenwich the greatest fall in one 
day was only 22 mm., although the aggregate of 104 mm. exceeded that of any March 
since 1841. <A depression on April 17th and 18th gave further heavy falls to Wales and 
also to the north of England, and on the 23rd and 24th large amounts fell in Ireland 
and in the western counties of Great Britain ; at Killarney 41 mm. fell on the 23rd and 
46 mm. on the 24th. 

During May considerable portions of the Kingdom—principally in the west— 
experienced heavy downpours, some of them being more or less intimately associated 
with thunderstorms. On the 5th there was much rain in central and eastern Ireland ; 
Birr Castle and Newtownforbes had 44 mm., Newcastle (Co. Wicklow) 57 mm., and 
_ Kingstown and Shankill 61 mm. On the following day an additional 41 mm. fell at 
Newcastle and 28 mm. at Kingstown. There were some further heavy falls in the west 
on the 24th and 25th, and at the end of the month a south-westerly gale brought much 
rain to the north-west of England; the amount measured at Seathwaite in the Lake 
District on the 31st was 114 mm. Although thunderstorms were very prevalent during 
June heavy local rains were very few, but during a line squall at Southport on the 23rd 
nearly 10 mm. fell in ten minutes. In July heavy downpours were more: plentiful. 
On the 7th as much as 25 mm. came down at Bridlington in about fifteen minutes. On 
the same day, with winds between south-east and north-east, unusually large quantities 
fell in the east of Scotland ; 67 mm. at St. Andrews, 74 mm. at Kettins, 78 mm. at 
Edinburgh, 87 mm. at Perth, and 91 mm. at Dundee ; at Kirkcaldy the fall in 36 hours 
was 99 mm. . 

A large portion of the August rain came in heavy falls—in many _ instances 
connected with thunderstorms. On the 14th there was 36 mm. at Hovingham 
_(N. Riding), on the 15th as much as 94 mm. at Morecambe, on the 17th 55 mm. at 
Hye, near Peterborough, and 89 mm. at Cheshunt (Herts.) ; at Hye 52 mm. fell in two 
hours. On the 25th with south-easterly and easterly winds a large area in Scotland had 
heavy rain; 44 mm. at Glasgow and 55 mm. at Dyce, near Aberdeen. A depression 
moving slowly up the English Channel on the 29th and 30th yielded enormous

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quantities of rain with the easterly wind ; many stations recorded more than 50 mm. in 
24 hours; amongst them Torquay and Portland Bill each had the abnormal fall of 
99 mm. Most of the rain of the generally dry September came in heavy downpours 
during thundery conditions. On the 3rd numerous places had more than 25 mm., and 
further heavy falls, not associated with thunderstorms, occurred as a depression 
approached the western districts on the 17th; the highest values were 52 mm. at 
Lampeter and 59 mm. at Pen-y-Gwryd. Thunderstorm rains gave large measurements 
in many southern localities after the 25th. The depressions of October, with their 
southerly and south-westerly gales, yielded many heavy, and some abnormal, rains 
mostly in the west and north-west. Among the chief were about 112 mm. at 
Glencarron and Fort William and as much as 208 mm. at Kinlochquoich (Invernesshire) 
on the 11th. The value at Kinlochquoich appears to be the heaviest fall of the year. 
At Fort William 94 mm. more fell on the 14th, and the very unusual amount of 136 mm. 
at Killarney on the 21st. Some of the storms of November yielded further heavy falls. 
On the 6th 44 mm. at Ashburton (Devon), and on the 7th 38 mm, at Warlingham 
(Surrey), and 42 mm. at Dorchester. Between the 16th and 19th extremely heavy rain 
was again common ; 89 mm, at Killarney, 55 mm. at Cahirciveen (Co, Kerry), 50 mm. 
at Ranelagh (Dublin), 57 mm. at Plymouth, and 48 mm. at Fulbeck (Lincoln). 
Various places had more than 25 mm. on December 9th, and on the 20th heavy falls 
were widespread, the largest being 42 mm. at Rousdon (Lyme Regis), 44 mm. at Wilton 
(Salisbury), 46 mm. at Dorchester, and 49 mm. at Weymouth. 


Day and Night Rainfall—The reports from stations measuring rainfall twice in 
24 hours show that the hourly rate of fall was less during the daytime than at night. 
At 8 stations it was found the amount for the 12 hours ending at 21 h. was only 
90 per cent. of that for the 12 hours following. At 19 stations the hourly rate of fall for 
the 9 hours ending at 18 h. was only 87 per cent. of that for the 15 hours ending at 9 h. 
During the summer months, however, the hourly rate of fall was higher in the day 
than in the night. It must be noted that nearly all the stations measuring rain both at 
9 h, and 18 h. are on the south-east, south, or south-west coasts. 

Excess of rain during the night as compared with the day is a well-known 
characteristic of coast stations. Examination of the mean hourly values for 40 years 
at Falmouth and Cahirciveen shows that normally the rainfall between 9 h. and 21 h. 
is about 14 per cent. less than that between 21 h. and 9 h. . 


Snowstorms.—The mild January was without snow, but in the colder parts of 
February there was a layer of considerable depth in Scotland and many parts of 
England. At West Linton, under the Pentland Hills, the depth was 30 to 36 cm. cn 
the 8th, and later in the month about 30 cm. covered much of the Midlands and Eastern 
England, while on Dartmoor there were drifts 3 to 4 metres deep. Most of the March 
snow melted as it fell, but late in the month some Midland localities had a covering of 
about 27 cm., and Ardross near Cromarty Firth, an accumulation of 38 em. In the 
Dartmoor region the fall was again heavy, drifts from 3 to 5 metres deep being found 
in some places. Very little snow fell in November, but December gave a heavy fall in 
North Ireland on the 8th or 9th, and after the middle of the month snow was again 
common in Scotland and northern and central England. Large tracts of country were 
covered for some days. The deepest measurements reported were 23 cm. at Glasgow on 
the 20th, and 31 cm. at Darleith (Dumbarton) on the 18th. England was by no means 
exempt, but the fall was not generally heavy and disappeared within a few days. 


floods.—High floods were caused in the Nene valley at Oundle by the storm of 
March 27th. Extensive inundations occurred in the Thames valley for a brief time in 
November, and on the 18th serious floods were raised by the storm in the south and 
south-west of Ireland. 


Dry Periods.—Although both the aggregate fall and the total number of days with 
rain exceeded the normal the weather was not without periods of drought, The first dry 
spell was in England—mostly in the south—in April, little or no rain falling after the 
20th. In May there was a longer period, beginning on the 14th, and continuing—mostly 
in the eastern half of England—until the end of the month. In June large portions of 
England and Jreland were without rain for about 10 days subsequent to the 10th or 11th. 
The longest dry period of’the year, however, began on the 10th or 11th of July, and con- 
tinued until the corresponding dates in August. During this interval many places had 
practically no rain, and others but a very slight measurement. Many stations in England 
were rainless for 25 or 26 days, Plymouth for 29 days, and Totland Bay (I. of W.) for 
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30 days. In Ireland Seskin (Carrick-on-Suir) had 25 and Ballincurra (Cork Harbour) 
27 consecutive rainless days. September gave two dry spells—from the 5th till the 16th, 
and from the 19th till the close of the month. 


Thunderstorms.— Thunderstorms accompanying the depressions of the winter months 
were, as usual, more common in the western and north-western parts of the Kingdom 
than in the more central and eastern districts. During the spring, summer and autumn 
electrical disturbances were rather frequent, but seldom of great violence. In June a 
marked feature of the thunderstorms was the very small quantity of rain ; in many 
instances they passed over large areas with no more than a millimetre or two. The 
same remark, in a lesser degree, applies to the storms of July, the month of most frequent 
thunderstorms, but large hailstones accompanied a storm at Belper (Derbyshire) on the 
27th. At Benson (Oxon) on August 17th one thunder-shower yielded 5°4 mm. of rain 
in 34 minutes and another 13 mm. in 23 minutes. Thunderstorms were very widespread 
in Great Britain on September 3rd and 4th, and again on the 26th and 28th, but during 
that month generally they were little more than half as prevalent as in August. At 
Sheepstor (Dartmoor) a storm began at 19h. on the 28th, and continued through 
12 hours ; at times it was very severe. On October 27th, 30th, and 31st thunderstorms 
were extremely numerous for the time of year in England, and were often accompanied 
by hail. 

Air Temperature*.—January, April, August, October and November were warm in 
all or nearly all districts, and May was warm in England. February, March, June and 
December were cold generally, and July was cold in England. The mildness of January 
was abnormal ; its mean temperature was higher than that of February and March ; in 
most parts of the Kingdom it was higher than that of November, and in Ireland it 
exceeded that of April. With the strong South-Westerly winds early in the month 
maximum readings of 288°5 a were recorded in many localities, the highest being 290 a at 
Rhyl. Minimum readings of about 283 a were very common, and at numerous stations 
there was no reading below 273a. The mild South- Westerly conditions continued until 
well into February, but after the middle of that month the wind current came from a 
colder quarter, causing a great reduction of temperature, and the subsequent readings 
were almost continuously below the normal until April. Late in February severe frost 
was experienced over considerable areas, and the lowest temperature of the year was 
recorded ; 256°4a at Braemar and 259a’at Balmoral. Some sharp night frosts occurred 
in various districts during March, but generally the temperature of the night was higher 
relatively than that of the day. The lowest reading was 259°5a at Newton Rigg 
(Penrith) on the 24th. A sudden burst of warmth occurred on April 3rd, but as a 
whole the temperature was rather below the normal than above it until late in the 
month, and slight frost at night was the rule. After the 25th the thermometer rose to 
between 294 a and 298 a, but fell again briskly and remained below the normal until half 
through May. After May 20th a marked increase of warmth had become general, and 
maxima .above 300a were recorded over the greater part of England. There were 
readings as high as 302'5 a in the Home Counties. At the beginning of June there was 
another fall, and the temperature of the month proved almost as abnormal in a 
negative as January did in a positive sense. At Dublin it was the coldest June for 
50 years, and at Hodsock Priory, Worksop, for 40 years. The persistently cold days 
greatly retarded the growth of vegetation, and the ground frosts had an injurious effect. 
The cold spell continued, with somewhat diminished intensity, into July, and it was not 
until after the 15th that the thermometer regained the normal level. Towards the end 
of the month a further rise was experienced, and readings consistently exceeded the 
normal until towards the end of August. The maximum heat of the year, 302 a to 
303 a, occurred either late in July or early in August. The third week of September 
was decidedly cold, but as a whole the temperature deviated little from the normal. 
Late in this month there was a sharp rise of temperature, and the first fortnight of October 
was unusually mild for the time of year. After the 14th the rapid current of air from 
the South and South-West, which had occasioned the high temperature, was interrupted, 
but for some weeks the temperature remained a little above the normal. Late in November 
a strong North to North-West wind in the rear of a deep depression sent the thermometer 
yery suddenly below the normal, where it remained until the last few days of the year. 
On the 6th, 16th and 27th December some stations had maximum readings below 273 a, 
and occasionally the night minima were very low. ‘The exceptionally cold day of the

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27th was the last of the low-temperature regime. By the morning of the 28th brisk to 
very strong South and South-West winds were sweeping over the country, causing an 
extremely rapid rise of temperature. Over England many districts recorded maxima 
between 286 a and 288 a, and minima between 281 a and 283 a. 

For the whole year the mean temperature differed little from the normal. Except in 
Scotland East, Ireland North, and the English Channel it was above it, but the gveatest 
deviation was only 0°3 a. 





Sea Temperature.—The mean temperature of the sea surface water ranged from 
281°5 a off Orkney and 282°5 a off the east of England to 284 a off the west of Ireland 
and to 285°3 a off the south-west of England. Except off the east of England the 
temperature of the sea was on the average rather higher than that of the air. Fog was, 
as usual, more prevalent along our west and south-west coasts than elsewhere, but it did 
not form a marked feature of the weather conditions. 


Bright Sunshine was deficient in all districts in March, May, September and October, 
while no month had an excess over the whole Kingdom. In England East the mean 
daily loss for the whole year was 0°76 h., and over the eastern half of Great Britain 
generally more than 0°5 h. The least deficiency was in England South-West, where it 
was only 0°2 h. per day. 


Pressure.—As a rule the readings were below the normal, the only months with 


pressure above the normal over the entire Kingdom being July and September. The 
trend of the mean isobars and their relative distance apart differed little from the normal, 
but the mean pressure was low by about 2 mb. The highest pressure occurred in 
January or February in most parts of the Kingdom, aad the lowest over England and 
Ireland during November. In Scotland pressure sank to its lowest point in February 
or March. The most notable features of the monthly charts were the great difference 
in pressure between the north and south in January, the complete reversal of the 
ordinary distribution in March, and the gradient for North and North-West winds 
in June. 


Aurora, etc.—A display of aurora was observed from some part of the Kingdom in 
every month except July. The phenomenon was seen from Scotland more generally 
than elsewhere, but on several occasions it was reported from Ireland, and in March as 
far south as Benson and South Kensington. Sun pillars were observed in a few places 
in southern England in April, June, August and December, and mock suns in February, 
May, July, August and November. Earthquake shocks were felt at several places in 
the midlands in January, and at Penrhyn in October. On October 13th—ldth the 
water of Loch Awe was higher than at any time since the records began. 


Extremes of Temperature, etc— As in previous Annual Reports the following notes. 
refer exclusively to the stations the results from which are given in the tables on 
pages 58-61. | 

The highest temperatures of the air were 86°F at Salisbury (Wilton) ; 85° at 
Camden Square and Southampton ; and §4° at Westminster, Greenwich and Durham. 

The lowest temperatures were 16° at Durham ; 18° at Buxton, Belvoir Castle, 
Morpeth and Hull ; and 19° at Coventry, Oxford, Wistanstow and Aspatria. 

The heaviest totals of rain were 1,429 millimetres at Bettws-y-Coed ; 1,248 millimetres 
at Stonyhurst ; and 1,228 millimetres at Falmouth. 

The least falls of rain were 590 millimetres at Cromer; 605 millimetres at 
Cambridge ; and 607 millimetres at Clacton and York. : 

‘The stations with the greatest number of days of rain were Bettws-y-Coed and 
Scilly with 244 ; Buxton with 232; and Aspatria with 220. | 

The stations with the least number of days of rain were Tottenhain with 167 ; 
Portsmouth and Portland Bill with 170 ; and Cambridge with 172.

Rainfall.—The amounts are those for the 24 hours commenced at the time of morning observation,

pressure and relative humidity are the results obtained from the daily values. 

_ Weather Phenomena,—The number of days of Precipitation, Snow, Hail, Thunderstorm, Fog and Gale, are counted irrespec- 
tive of the hours at which the phen oap aces Except for rainfall (see above) the day is the civil day. A day is reckoned as a day 
of ‘clear sky,” ifthe mean of the estimates of the “amount of cloud” at the fixed hours of observation ‘is less than 2, and as an 

overcast” day if the mean is greater than 8. 

_ Wind Summaries.—The results given under Wind (but not gales) are based on the observations at fixed hours. At Falmouth and 
Richmond the wind observations are based on the records ofa standard Robinson anemometer (factor 2°2), Velocities of between 13 and 38 
miles in the hour bave been entered as “fresh or strong winds,” velocities of 39 miles in the hour, or above, as gales. (At Brightonand South- 
port the equivalent values are obtained from a Dines Pressure Tube Anemometer, At Greenwich a Robinson Anemometer is used.
